C hicago, M ay 28th.—The G rant meeting 
for Monday evening in the Convention hall 
has been abandoned, on account of the oppo­ 
sition from the managers of the building.

meeting. 
An anti-G rant meeting is announced at the 
Base Ball Park for M onday evening. 
W ashburne headquarters were established 
this evening a t the Grand Pacific Hotel.

D enver, M ay 28th.—The News' Leadville 
special says : There have been many rumors 
to-day, but no action of any consequence. 
There have been several narrow escaf>es from 
an open outbreak, but the city is still out­ 
wardly quiet. 
A t noon the mine managers 
and Superintendents held a meeting, and 
acting largely under instructions from New 
York, resolved positively not to accede to the 
strikers' demands. 
This morning a large 
body of miners attem pted to drive away the 
guards at the Chrysolite mine, in order that 
they m ieht get possession of the pumps, and 
by stopping them allow the water to flood 
the mines. 
This did not result in a serious 
rupture, hut a fear is entertained th at it is 
only a commencement of violence. 
The 
business men met this morning and took 
measures towards organizing a Committee of 
Safety. 
They also held a meeting to-night 
for the purpose of conferring with all parties 
relative to effecting a compromise, which it 
is thought cannot be done. 
All the mines 
are carefully guarded. 
A t the Chrysolite 
and L ittle Chief mines breastworks have 
been erected, the buildings fortified and every 
arrangement made for defense.

no violence is feared.

E arly this morning two men—-James Reed 
and Jam es Edw ards—instantly killed each 
other. 
They had had some trouble, and 
upon meeting both drew revolvers and fired 
two shots each, when both fell dead.

W est P oin t, M ay 28th.—In the W hitta­ 
ker case to-day Lieutenant McCIernard tes­ 
tified to finding, in company with Recorder 
Sears, pantaloons in an overcoat sleeve in 
W hittaker's room, W hittaker having previ­ 
ously denied having any citizen’s clothing in 
his room. 
H e afterwards confessed that the 
pants were his, but only when his name was 
found on the binding.

torpedo of extraordinary power, which was 
in process of completion at a manufactory of 
those instruments, 
exploded 
accidentally. 
The concussion was of tremendous violence, 
shaking every house in the town. 
The m an­ 
ufactory was blown to pieces and every in­ 
mate 
killed. 
Six bouses adjoining were 
leveled to the ground, walls, roofs, wood-work, 
furniture, etc., were broken to pieces and 
literally ruined. 
H alf a dozen other houses 
which joined on these shared nearly the same 
fate, and were almost completely leveled to 
the ground. 
Of the persons engaged in the 
m anufacture of the torpedo scarcely a vestige 
was to be found. 
Portions of bodies, impos­ 
sible of. identification, were found at some 
distance from the scene of the explosion ; in 
addition to which five bodies have been re­ 
covered. 
The cause of the explosion is un­ 
known. 
Chilean papers assort th at A dm iral Riveros 
has received instructions to aw ait the result 
of the impending combat at Tacna before 
commencing active hostilities against Callao. 
If the battle proves to be a Chilean victory, 
the Adm iral is to offer term of peace to the. 
Peruvian Government. 
Should the Chileans 
be 'defeated at Tacna, or the Government re­ 
fuse the proffered truce, then he is ordered to 
lay Callao in ruins—“ leaving not one stone 
upon the other.” 
In the recent bombardment two hundred 
shots were fired into the city, but the damage 
could be repaired for a thousand dollars.

The allied army is in magnificent con­ 
dition, with a sufficient force, abundant sup­ 
plies, unrivaled discipline and enthusiasm 
unbounded. 
The Chileans are in Sama. 
They will at­ 
tack after marching a long distance over a 
rough country, in which it is hardly possible 
to obtain water. The allies occupy good posi­ 
tions and are admirably provided. 
The en­ 
thusiasm throughout Peru is immense. 
The Panam a Star and Herald prints the 
follow ing: 
From Locum ba, near Tacna, 
there comes a report of a sex’erefight between 
Chilean cavalry, under Colonel Vergara, and 
a division of Peruvian cavalry and infantry, 
under Colonel Albaranin. 
The hitter ap­ 
pears to liaxe been severely handled, the in­ 
fantry of the force being, it is said, cut to 
pieces by the fierce charge of the Chileans. 
The Peruvian loss is placed at 100 killed, 
while many were made prisoners, and a con­ 
siderable amount of arms and ammunition 
and a num ber of cattle and mules also fell 
into the hands of the victors.

politics than in State politics—notw ithstand­ 
ing the fact th at the entire bench and a com­ 
plete local judiciary is to be elected- thus 
far, and the canvass is two months gone. 
There has been less interest shown than in 
any previous campaign in the State, owing to 
an opinion that prevails th at the judiciary 
are not political officers, and another th at M. 
C. George, Republican nominee for Congress, 
owing to ilia opponent John W hiteaker’s ab­ 
sence a t W ashington, is making the canvass 
alone. 
However, the dullness does not deter 
both parties from Claiming the State. 
Ore­ 
gon at best can lie considered but a doubtful 
State on all but national Liues, in cons ■- 
quence of the (iiveisity of her local interests, 
which arc seldom harmonized. 
A t the head 
of the tickets for Congress are M. C. George 
and John W biteaker, Republican and Dem­ 
ocratic, re-pcctivly, who will bo the bone of 
contention. 
Their situation seems to be 
th at the former, a young m an with a good 
record but comparatively unknown, is an 
equal match for his older and more ex­ 
perienced opponent, with a doubtful record ; 
but who has been on the defensesince the cam­ 
paign opened. 
They will doubtless carry the 
strength of their respective parties, and ti e 
former will probably be elected, as the State 
lias generally gone Republican from 300 to 
500 m ajority. 
For State 
Printer W . H . 
Odell, Republican, and T. 11. Merry, Demo­ 
crat, are candidates. 
Roth are weak men, 
and will be mercilessly scratched by their 
party associates. 
F or Supreme Judges the 
candidates are Jam es It. Kelly, of not very 
savory record, P. P. Prim and John R urcett 
—three old politicians and lawyers. 
The 
Democrats are opposed Ira Jo h n 15. W aldo, 
W . P. Lord and E. B. W atson, three young 
men and able lawyers, who 
have never_ 
engaged in politics. 
The former on the Dem -’ 
ocratic ticket are the present ineumhents, 
and have aroused bitter criticism on some of 
their decisions- notably in the W alker-Teal 
case, but their friends arc tireless workers, 
and are quietly at work. 
However, they cau 
hardly hope to overcome the widespread dis­ 
trust in tlieir ability. 
I t is conceded th at 
W aldo and Lord will be elected. 
A t the lest 
election 32,8(50 votes were oast, with a Re­ 
publican average m ajority of 320, and at this 
election there is an increase anticipated of 
about 5,000. 
A t the fall election, with a pop­ 
ular Presidential candidate, the total vote xv ill 
probably reach 40,000. Should G rant be nom ­ 
inated, I here is scarcely a doubt about Oregon 
going Democratic. 
If Blaine or W ashburne 
be placed at the head of the national ticket, 
Oregon could safely »'e draw n from the ten 
doubtful Statts. 
A large Republican m a­ 
jority can be safely relied upon in th at event. 
This condition of affairs is. mainly attributa­ 
ble to the fact th at these two candidates are 
very popular w ith the young iyen of the 
State, who would work up a greatenthusiasni. 
The local tickets are all nominated, M ultno­ 
mah county being the last. 
M issionary work 
xvill now begin in earnest, and be prosecuted 
vigorously until after the 7th of, June.

GRIT 
AND- GRAVJEL 
IN 
WHEAT. 


About a year ago wo first called the atten­ 
tion of farmers fo the existence of adobe soil 
and gravel in the wheat from many sections 
of this State. 
Millers com plain bitterly of 
this evil, and they have a right to do so. 
Though all good mills are provided with clean­ 
ing apparatus by which lumps of gravel 
larger than plump kernels of wheat can 
be -eparated froui the grain and prevented 
from going into the hopper and between the 
stones, still gravel and parcels of earth less 
than this in size cannot be separated, and if 
in the wheat, must pass between the stories 
and into the flour in the form of fine grit. 
W hile everybody would object to eating this 
kind of food, and physicians would agree as 
to its deleterious effects upon (lie digestive 
organs and upon the health of individuals 
eating it still, if once in the thrashed wheat, 
it will necessarily get into the flour, be baked 
in the bread and go into 
somebody’s 
stomach, 
and 
do 
its 
natural 
work. 
As we are not, however, writing an article 
for Hall's Journal of Health, or to be submit­ 
ted to tire consideration of the State Board 
that is especially charged with looking after 
the health of the i>eople generally, we leave 
this branch of the subject to tbose better able 
to handle it, and turn our attention to the 
consideration of matters more immediately 
concerning the producers of wheat in this 
State. 
I t is true that wheat here is sold by 
the pound, and that the more tons a man sells 
at one and a half cents a pound the more 
money he will receive from the purchaser. It 
is also true that the miller who buys a ton of 
grit and gravel in a hundred tons of wheat 
from a farmer once will not be very likely to 
seek a repetition of the operation. 
The loss 
of weight in separating the gravel from the 
wheat before grinding constitutes but a slight 
per cent, of the loss sustained by the miller 
who buys and grinds wheat with soil and 
gravel in it. The expense of keeping mill­ 
stones 
in 
repair 
is 
quite 
an 
item 
in the general expense of the 
milling 
business, 
even when 
none 
but 
clean 
grain is operated upon, but when pieces 
of granite, quartz and other varieties of 
hard rocks are passed through the mills with 
the grain the damage becomes a matter of 
serious consideration and materially reduces 
the profits of the milling business. 
The 
millers of this State hare learned by experi­ 
ence the necessity of looking closely to each 
lot of wheat offered with especial reference to 
this particular, and have generally determined 
to make the presence of gravel the grounds of 
refusal to buy at any price. We called at­ 
tention to this fact a year sgo, and we stated 
then that although no notice had been taken of 
this damaging material in wheat by buyers 
fur export, yet that it was but a matter of 
time when English millers would discover the 
trouble and trace it to our doors, and that 
thereafter California wheat would be looked 
upon iu the only outside market we have 
w ith disfavor. That time has already come. 
The action of the S in Francisco Produce 
Exchange upon this subject is but a reflection 
of 
the 
opinions and determinations of 
tli ose 
for 
whom 
the 
members 
do 
business in the wheat line. .This commercial 
organization has resolved to make the pre­ 
sence of gravel in wheat cause for rejecting 
the same, and they have notified farmers to 
this effect. Under these circumstances there 
will be found no market for wheat contain­ 
ing grit and gravel, aod it becomes a neces­ 
sity that fanners should sec to it that their 
w.bsai is kept absolutely free from these ad­ 
mixtures. 
The careleisness in handling the 
machinery with which the grain is gathered 
and thrashed must no longer be allowed. If 
the careless use »f the horse fork, with which 
the grain is gathered up from the stack and 
brought forward to the machine, Is chargeable 
with the presence of the gravel and giit iu 
th>. wheat, then let this instrument be put 
into more careful hands. 
We wore disposed 
to believe that most of the gravel found in lots 
of grain was gathered up while thrashing the 
■bottoms of stacks, but the fact, a.s slated by 
millers, that gravel is frequently found per­ 
vading air entire crop of a farm disproves 
this theory and proves a gereral cause. We 
know that some managers of graiu-forks 
make practice of setting the fork for each 
forkful of beaded grain at the base of tbe 
pit-, and thus rake the ground each time a 
load is taken to the machine. This practice 
Would account for the gravel in wheat and for 
Its almost uniform distribution through each 
crop so handled. W hatever may have been 
the mode by which Hi • evil has been brought 
about, it certainly can and should be reme­ 
d ial in the future, or loss will ensue to the 
cureless wheat-growcrs. 


TIME 
TO 
CUT W HEAT 


Harvest time is last approaching. 
A few 
weeks more and the reaper and the header 
will be cutting down the vast wheat fields 
that now gladden the wheat farmers through­ 
out the State. Under these circumstances it 
is in order to bring forward for consideration 
the subject set forth in the heading above. 
This subject is of more importance to the 
farmers of this State than many of them arc 


a 
w roof. 
Iu i t is represented millions an­ 
nually of loss or gain to our wheat farmers 
al . e. This is not the first lime rve have 
called attention to this subject, but its im­ 
portance is sufficient a pel ■gy for referring to 
it iften, even if wc repeat what we have al­ 
ready sai 1 on the subject. 
It has been con­ 
sul-. red one of California’s chief advantages 
as a wheat growing State, that her dry sum­ 
m er climate favored the plan of allow ing 
wheat to remain standing till it ' d become 
so ripe and dry that it could !>e cot with a 
header and thrashed and sacked immedi­ 
ately without 
risk 
of 
damage 
from 
heating 
and 
molding. 
That 
consider­ 
able is gained iu the way of economy 
in the handling of the grain, and in avoiding 
the handling of the straw, is certain ; but it 
is now worth our while to inquire whether we 
have not all the time been losing more in one 
way than we have been gaining in another. 
Tatting* into 
con-dderalion the loss in 
weight alone, by allowing the wheat to be­ 
come over ripe before cutting, this loss is 
considerable ; but this loss by no means rep­ 
resents the full lo s to tbe farmers, by allow­ 
ing their wheat to become over ripe, and 
cutting it with the header. There Is a cer­ 
tain stage of ripeness or maturity when 
w heat bargained its greatest weight and heat 
quality, and if cut at this stage, with the full 
length of straw, and allowed to remain in the 
straw in a position to harden up gradually, 
this weight and quality became fixed so es 
m-ver to be lost. But if tlio grain is cut be­ 
fore this proper condition is attained, kernels 
shrink and wilt, aud the meat or flour-making 
«substance becomes tough and leathery, and 
there is heavy loss both in weight and flour- 
making and food-producing qualities. The 
effect of cutting wheat too green is precisely 
the same on the kernel S3 is the effect on 
an apple plucked from the tree when to 
green. 
I t is simply killed. The nutritive 
juices, which would otherwise go through a 
natural chemical or refining change, making 
sugar and gluten, evaporate, leaving simply 
tbe shrunken organization of the kernel with­ 
out the life-giving end sustaining pro;>erties 
which are absolutely necessary t.i make g >cd 
milling or flour-producing wheat. On the 
other hand, if grain be allowed to stand in 
the field uncut until it 1 as passed the proper 
stage of ripenes*, the effect is almost or quite 


as bad in our dry climate at that which re­ 
sults from cutting it too soon. 
Every farmer 
has experienced how detrimental it is to hay 
to allow it to stand uncut till o\ er-ripe. The 
leaves part with their substance, while the 
stem becomes hard, brittle and woody, and 
loses nearly all the qualities that, if cut at a 
proper time, would go to make it good feed 
for stock. 
The effect is 
precisely 
the 
same on wheat straw, while the 
berry 
loses its sugar and 
gluten, and leaves 
only 
the 
form—the 
dry, 
woody 
sub­ 
stances, and starch—with a material reduc­ 
tion in weight and milling value. These 
statements are not founded upon mere con­ 
jecture or theory, but are substantiated by­ 
analysis and actual field experiment, and by 
the experience and observation of all good, 
thoughtful millers. 
An experiment con­ 
ducted by Charlea T. Lancy, of Minnesota, 
in 1879, at the suggestion of President Fol- 
well, of the State University of that State, 
is especially interesting and suggestive to the 
farmers of this State. Six plats of ground, 
429?, feet long and 13 feet wide, with vacant 
spaces between them about IS inches wide, 
all on the same character and quality of soil, 
were selected. Thebe plats were all sowu on 
the lñth of April with Scotch Fife wheat, 
and the grain grew uniformly and presented 
an even appearance. The result of cutting 
at different times and stages of rir«nes3 and 
weighing may be seen iu tbe following table:

Mr. Tiancy, in commenting on the experi­ 
ment in the Minneapolis Tribune, says: 
The appearance of the grain advances and 
declines in precisely the same way as the 
quantity. The grain of the first cutting was 
miserably shrunken, resembling, it was fre­ 
quently remarked at the fairs, that of the 
crop of 1878 in the southwestern |>ortion of 
the State. That of the second cutting showed 
a vast improvement. 
That of the third some 
improvement over the second, but not so 
much as in the preceding case. 
The grain of 
the fourth cutting was by a few pronounced 
the best, but the majority readily agreed on 
the fifth. The grain of the sixth cutting had 
lost its bright color—was bleached. The con­ 
dition termed ripe was th is: moBt of the 
Bterns, or straws, had turned, not dead white, 
but a rich, lively yellow. Some were still 
somewhat green. The berry, when pressed 
between the soft parts of the thumb and fin­ 
ger, would yield, but nothing liquid or 
doughy could be pressed out. 
Thus it will be seen that there was a loss of 
two bushels and a half to the acre by cutting 
the grain in the advanced dough, and of one 
bushel and a half to the acre by allowing it 
to pass the ripe stage and become dead ripe- 
This is the loss in grain yielding only fourteen 
bushel, to the acre, and in the comparatively 
damp climate of Minnesota. 
On graiu 
yielding twenty-one bushels to the acre in the 
same climate, the loss, it will be seen, would 
have l>een two and a quarter bushels to the 
acre, by allowing it to stand till dead ripe. It 
is also evident that in our dry climate the loss 
would naturally be much greater, as the evap­ 
orating force of the air and bun are much 
greater than where this experiment was made. 
But allowing the loss to be the same from the 
same cause, and let us see what the farmers 
of California may lose this year by allowing 
the present crop to stand in the field till 
it becomes dead ripe in order that we 
may out it with the Leader without risk. 
It is estimated that the number of acres in 
wheat this year in the State is about 3,000,­ 
000. For the purposes of this calculation let 
us assume that the average yield will be 21 
bushels to the acre, or 63,000,000 bushels, if 
cut at that stage of ripeness when it will rep­ 
resent the greatest weight aud value. The 
shrinkage per acre in consequence of being 
allowed to pass this stage and become dead 
ripe, being represented as above by 
bush­ 
els to the acre, tho whole loss by shrinkage 
would le (1,700,000 bushels. A t a dollar a 
bushel $6,730,000. This represents the loss 
in weight alone, but we have seen that the 
loss in quality is also very great. Some of 
our best millers estimate the latter at from 5 
to 10 pier cent, 
Assuming it to be but 5 per 
cent, and we have an additional loss of 8337,­ 
500, making the aggregate loss 87,087,500. 
Again, while we congratulate ourselves as 
farmers that we are comparatively free from 
those terrible rain-storms that frequently 
take place in the Atlantic States aud other 
parts of the world during harvest tima, 
in consequence of which the entire wheat 
crop of the country is greatly damaged and 
much of it absolutely destroyed; still we 
are subject to northers at this time of the 
year, which, when lhey come while the wheat 
is fully ripe aud standing uncut in the field, 
frequently shell out and waste a very large 
percentage of it. This latter fact alone has 
induced many of our largest wheat farmers 
of late years to begin the cutting of their 
wheat with self-biudiug reapers as soon as it 
isiipe enough to do so, aud only use the 
header when the grain becomes more fully ripe. 
But there is another consideration in connec­ 
tion with this subject. W e refer to the 
greater draft upon the soil, as a result of al­ 
lowing the grain to stand till dead ripe. It is 
well known to all farmers that all growing 
crops draw more heavily both on the moisture 
and fertilizing properties of the soil during 
the last stages of ripening. Since it has been 
proven that it is au actual damage to the 
wheat to allow it to go through this stage 
while standing connected with the soil, and it 
is known that the soil itself is greatly defsr- 
tilized by the process, we would suggest 
whether California farmers are not making a 
serious mistake iu their time and mode of bar. 
vesting? Uoes it pay to u-e the header as a 
hirvesting machine ? Are we not unnecessar­ 
ily drawing the fertility from our 
il, while 
at the same time we arc deducting from the 
weight and quality the money and full value 
of our wheat ?

The present indications are that there will 
be harvested in the Unijed States this year 
the largest wheat crop that has ever been 
harvested in any past year. From all the 
great wheat-growing States of the Mississippi 
valley come reports of promising crops. For 
Michigan it is claimed that the yield will be 
70 per cent, greater than last year. Illinois 
also claims an increased yield, and Ohio re­ 
ports a much larger acieage in w heat and a 
fine growth. Kentucky will have 25 per 
cent, more wheat than was harvested a year 
ago, and in Iowa, Wisconsin and Nebraska 
the present appearances indicate a very large 
crop. 
Missouri and Kansas also expect larger 
crops than they have produced for years, 
while in this State, and indeed on this entire 
coast, the prospects for large crops were never 
better. In the whole section covering the 
States named it is estimated that the amount 
of wheat harvested this year will be 50 per 
cant, greater than last year. This estimate 
may be much too large, but one thing is cer- 
taiu that the possibilities are on the side 
f 
its correctness.

France. 
The doors were opened a t 9 
o’clock in the morning, and all artist3 
hastened to finish w ith their pictures be­ 
fore the crowd should arrive. 
A t 2 o'clock 
the circulation was exceedingly difficult, 
for the crowd amounted to about three 
thousand persons, and w hat with straining 
the eyes, with the heat and dust, many a 
visitor returned to his home with a raging 
headache. 


THE ELEGANT THING 
To do on this occasion is to arrive at the 
salon at nine or ten o'clock in the morning, 
and at noon-time breakfast at the restau­ 
rant adjoined, the proprietor of which, by 
the way, takes ample advantage of the 
custom and forces his fashionable clients to 
pay liia royal prices. 
A fter breakfast one 
promenades through the halls again until 
the moment of closure. 
Others breakfast 
at home at ten o’clock and remain at the 
salon until four or later, and others break­ 
fast at eleven or twelve, the usual hour, 
and devote tbe afternoon to admiring the 
pictures if not talking to friends, for the 
whole affair seems a social gathering, and 
more tim e is spent in friendly greetings 
and conversation than in a rt criticism. 
Among the illustrious persons present we 
rem arked Alexandre Dumas, Mr. Bougou- 
reau, Mrs. Palmaroli aud Carolus Duran, 
and other artists of course. 
Mr. de Girar- 
din we saw promenading with Madam 
Adam on his arm, his hand stiffly spread 
upon his breast, and 
his 
little 
body 
stretched up as though it would be several 
inches taller, so as to render himself wor­ 
thy the honor be enjoyed. 
Madam Adam 
was dressed in a most conspicuous toilette, 
composed of a garnet-colored satin dress and 
hat with feathers to match. Madame Adam 
is perhaps the only respectable French 
woman who would dare to appear in a sim­ 
ilar gathering in such a gay costume, but 
she considered herself privileged on account 
of her talent and enviable position. 
She 
was followed by quite a 


T R A IN O F A D M IR E R S , 
W ho merely trod in her footsteps like fas­ 
cinated and humble beings. 
I also saw 
Sarah B ernhardt on the arm of a fine- 
looking artist, Mr. Clairin, the same who 
illustrated 
her 
absurd 
book, titled 
L'/iistoire d une Chaise. 
She was accom­ 
panied by her son, and also followed by a 
train of admirers. 
H er hair was dyed red, 
with two curls down her back, as though 
she were not sufficiently eccentric w ithout 
descending to anything so common. 
She 
was dressed very simply in a black cos­ 
tume ; in fact she is little desirous of a t­ 
tracting attention through the richness of 
her toilette, since it is next week th at her 
ease comes up in Court, and it is 300,000 
francs instead of 100,000 francs for which 
t'nc company of the Theatre Francais sue 
her. 
She, it seems, is not in an enviable 
situation. 
She 
has 
no 
positive 
en­ 
gagement 
at 
present,

and

are 
marble and

More than 
usual excitement and interest have been 
manifested in regard to the salon this year, 
even more than formerly, for the reason 
th at radical changes have been effected, al­ 
though not those a t first supposed. Instead 
of placing all the landscapes in one room, 
the figures in another, and so on, as Mr. 
Turquet, the Sous Secretarle aux Beaux- 
Arts, was accused of wishing to do, all 
pictures marked “ Ilors eoncours,” that is, 
the pictures of those artists who had ob­ 
tained a certain number of prizes and were 
no longer to enter the list of competitors 
except for the medaille d’hoaneur, were 
placed to geth er: all tbe pictures of those 
artists who had obtained one prize, or per­ 
haps two third-class prizes, and whose 
pictures were marked “ Exem pt,” th at is, 
exempt from passing before the jury for 
admittance, occupied another portion of 
the hall together. 
Then came the pictures 
of artists who had received no prizes, then 
were all the pictures of foreigners collected 
iu special halls. 
This arrangement cer­ 
tainly possesses many conveniences, but it 
raised many objections on the part of some 
artists. 
In the first place, there is quite 
a war raging between the old school, now 
called classical, at the head of which to-day 
stand Bougoureau, Cabanel, Gerome, Le- 
fevre and so on, and 


T1IF. NEW SCHOOL 
Verging on naturalism, and at the head of 
¡ which stan-l Carolus Duran and others. 
The members of the classical school for 
years 
have 
been constantly re-ciectcd 
judges, and the new school have had much 
difficulty iu gliding into the salon. 
As a 
m atter of cour.se ail young artists recom­ 
pensed were the pupils of the judges, and 
many of them reached the title of “ hors 
concones ” with but little m erit. 
This new 
arrangement, by bringing the hors eoncours 
together, has shown ihe glaring mistakes 
and favoritism of the judges and proved 
the absurdity of tho title, since many profit 
by the privilege for the purpose of sending 
inferior works to the exposition, and of 
turning the salon into a picture m arket. 
A nother thing, the artists who arc hors 
eoncours have always considered it their 
special right to be placed in the best posi­ 
tions, to the detrim ent of young artists of 
more m e rit; according to th e new ar­ 
rangement they are all together, and as 
all 
csnnot 
have 
the 
best 
place on 
the wall, some have to be contented with 
a jiosition near the ceiling. 
In conse­ 
quence, the hors eoncours artists are furious. 
N either are the foreigners pleased, for many 
have enjoyed for some time the superiority 
over their compatriots by being hors con- 
cours and here the) are all lmng together 
without a single mark of hors eoncours or 
exempt to distinguish them from their iu- 
inferior companions. 
As I have already 
said, the present arrangement has incensed 
the hors eoncours artists ; then besides, after 
the usual number of judges were elected, 
of which Mr. Bougoureau was made Presi­ 
dent, the Sous Secretaire aux Btaux-arts 
had a certain number of artists obtaining 
the next highest number of votes appointed 
as annexed jury, and who arc to enjoy the 
same privileges as the others. 
This neces­ 
sarily diminishes the power and influence 
of the principal judges, and so indignant 
did Mr. Bougoureau become th at he has 
endeavored to make the administration 
walk over thoni3. 
In order to be revenged, 
the jury passed most everything that was 
presentee!, and the complimentary jury ac­ 
quiesced so as to render themselves popular 
aud insure a greater number of votes 
for the ensuing year. 
The consequence is 
th at the number of pictures adm itted this 
year is so great that it is difficult to find 
spice for them all. 
As a m atter of course 
thi3 domestic difficulty in the Bcaux arts 
had to break out with publicity, and be­ 
come the subject of newspaper articles and 
private conversation. 
One of the rnles 
exacts th e entrance of all works by any 
artist whatever before a certain time, but 
it has ever been the custom to perm it ar­ 
tists who were hors eoncours, and were not 
| obliged to pass the judges, to bring in their 
' pictures some days later, and no one has 
ever had anything to say against it. How- 
¡ ever, on this occasion, Mr. Bougoureau 
; awakened to 


THE IMPORTANCE OF THE RULES, 
And exacted the refnsalof a few pictures 
j which arrived lite. 
Some words passed 
1 between him and a member of the admin- 
¡ istration, when Mr. Bougoureau resigned 


his position and left the hall, followed by 
a number of the artists. 
The official sent 
for him to write out his resignation, which 
he did, but when he again left the hall two 
artists only followed him. 
The circum­ 
stance has created considerable excitement 
in the artistic world. N"o President|has yet 
been elected iu Mr. Bougoureau’a place, 
bu 
it 
is said th at in all probability 
Carolus Duran will obtain the position. 
It must be confessed tliat on entering the 
salon one does not feel altogether at home : 
the change quite upsets one, and as the 
French have a great antipathy to innova­ 
tions, they will necessarily cry out from 
principle. 
My first step was in the direc­ 
tion of the foreigners’ departm ent, so as 
to see what our artists have been working 
at during this last year. 
I confess that 1 
was disappointed, for knowing th at they 
would uot undergo a comparison with 
French artists, I expected to bo startled 
by their superiority ; 
but w hether it is 
they have not done so well this year, or 
th at their usual surroundings are wanting, 
the pictures do not appear as well as last 
year. 
I soon came to Mr. Bridgman’s pict­ 
ure, titled “ H abitation Arabe (Beshra) 
Femmes Tissant It Burrous.’’ Two women, 
dressed in very peculiar Arabian costumes, 
are seated on low stools before a frame 
resembling tapestry. 
On the other side of 
the frame are two little children on the 
lloor, one playing with a coral necklace 
around the throat of the other. 
A servant 
is just going out of the door. One may feel 
he is really looking on an Arabian scene 
faithful to the slightest detail, aud which 
cannot fail to prove an interesting study, 
but the artist seems to have changed his 
style, for the coloring is more (erne, and 
the brightness, grace and poetry which 
characterized his picture, “ The Procession 
of the Bu-uf A pis,” of last year, seem to 
be wanting. 
Mr. Bridgman lias two pict­ 
ures exposed this year—a smaller one, but 
of which I prefer to speak only after close 
study. 
Mr. Mosler, whose picture of last 
year was bought by the French Govern­ 
ment, and is now at the Musce of the Lux­ 
embourg, exposes also two pictures this 
year, of which I shall give a description in 
my next letter.

too anxious to do so, but his father objected 
to a marriage on those conditions, and de­ 
sired to place the young girl under the pro­ 
tection of an influential French family,who 
would accompany her to France and en­ 
deavor to obtain the consent of her mother. 
The young girl explained th at to return to 
France was to enter a convent, and she in­ 
sisted on the marriage being performed. The 
marriage was then celebrated on the 13th 
of Ocbalier by an officer of the civil state 
of W estminster, before witnesses and ac­ 
cording to all the formalities of the Eng­ 
lish law.

E x t e r m in a t o r.—-R ats are a great nuis­ 
ance in any house, and it is perfectly proper 
to war against them in every conceivable 
way. 
The Scientific American gives the 
following method of ridding a house of 
them. 
It has oue advantage, that, if not 
successful, the benefit of cleanliness and 
disinfection is at least secured: 
“ W e 
clean our premises of these detestable ver­ 
min by making whitewash yellow with 
copperas, and covering the stones and 
rafters in the cellar w ith it. 
Iu every 
crevice in which a rat may tread, we put 
crystals of the copperas, and scatter the 
same in the corners of the floor. 
The re­ 
sult was a perfect stampede of rats and 
mice. 
Since th at time not a footfall of 
either rats or mice has been heard about 
the house. 
Every spriug a coat of the yel­ 
low wash is given the cellar—as a purifier, 
as a rat exterm inator—and no typhoid, 
dysentery or fever attacks the family. 
Many persons deliberately attract all the 
rats in the neighborhood by leaving fruits 
and vegetables uncovered in the cellar, and 
sometimes even the soap is left open for 
their regalement. 
Cover up everything 
eatable in the cellar and pantry, and you 
will soon have them out. 
These precau­ 
tions, joined to the services of a good cat, 
will prove as good a rat exterm inator as the 
chemist can provide. 
We never allow rats 
to be poisoned in our dwellings—they are 
so liable to die between the walls arul pro­ 
duce much annoyance.”

C arf, o f l’u rs.—The following advice 
from the Chicago Field we consider of 
value to all dog fanciers, for like extreme 
cases an* liable to arise in any climate. 
A 
correspondent w riting to the Field from 
Topeka, Kansas, say s: 
411 have lost a 
number of pups this spring with distemper, 
but of shorter duration than is usual. 
They refuse iu the first place to e a t; seem 
not to have strength enough to throw off 
the phlegm th at has accumulated in throat 
and lungs ; pulse quick, gums cold. 
They 
die in throe days, a t furthest, from first 
symptoms. 
Age of pups, 8 to 10 weeks. 
The distemper is of pneumonia form. They 
are unable to ’hold anything iu their stom ­ 
achs. 
Please give remedy it you have any.” 
Answer—Distemper h;i3 certainly assumed 
a virulent type with you, and ought to be 
m et w ith very vigorous treatm ent. 
In the 
first place, the puppies should be well fed, 
so as to be strong to resist the attack that 
must come sooner or la te r; then they 
should be watched closely to discover the 
least symptom of approachingdistemper, and 
when observed in one lie should be isolated 
immediately, not so much to avoid giving 
it to the others, for they will all have it 
more or less, but removal to a clean, airy, 
dry place ameliorates the virulencey of the 
Attack. 
Disinfect the place th at is in­ 
tended for a hospital by sprinkling carbolic 
acid around. 
Give plenty of pure, fresh 
w ater to drink, and let the food be light 
aud easily digested, and given with a view 
to regulate the bowels—beef tea, raw eggs, 
crackers, etc., if the bowels will take it 
w ithout getting too loose ; if not, give 
mutton soup thickened with rice, corn­ 
starch, or crackers. 
Feed a little at a time 
often—from three to six hours, according 
to the age of tbe p a tie n t; the younger the 
pup the oftener lie needs to he led, hut less 
at a time. 
For medicine wc would recom- 
meud the following, given always with 
due regard to the 
amount 
of 
fever : 
Take of elixir col. fer. bis. six drams, 
spts. ether nitrous two drains, syrup of 
tolu two ounces, tr. aconite root thirty 
drops, nitrate of potash and muriate of 
ammonia, of both one and a half drams, and 
water to make four ounces ; mix and give 
from a teaspoonful to a deasert-spoonful 
every two or six hours, according to the 
severity of the case. 
If the pulse goes 
about 100 per minute, and the tem perature 
about 103 F., there is very little danger of 
overdoing the medicine, but when they 
drop below those points hold up a little, 
and if prostration follows the fall of tem ­ 
perature and the change in the character 
of the pulse, change the medicine to qui­ 
nine pills and to two grains three times a 
day, and the following mix : Take of car­ 
bonate of ammonia one dram, tr. iron mnr. 
two drains, spts. ether nit. two drains, 
simple syrup one ounce, syrup of tolu one 
ounce, and w ater to make four ounces ; 
mix and give a teaspoonful every three to 
six hours ; this is a dose for a puppy. Dur­ 
ing convalescence give cod liver oil, tonics, 
nourishing food, gentle exercise, etc. 
Som e S o u t h e r n R k ittle s .—The oha- 
inelion of the South is a very interesting 
saurian, and belongs to the family of 
Anoles. 
W hat its specific name is I am 
not naturalist enough to determine, but 
think it is A . ojntlinus. 
They are beauti­ 
ful little creatures, and are met with every­ 
where in the Gulf States. 
I have often 
amused my self by the hour watching their 
playful gambols w ith one another, er the 
skill ami agility displayed in catching tlics 
aud insects. 
Their normal 
color is 
a 
blight green, but they can change it 
almost instantly to dark brown, ashy 
grey, grey suffused with red, aud all shades 
between. 
They change to these different 
colors when alarmed or angry, or when 
they wish to avoid observation. 
W hen in 
their joyous moods they protrude the skin 
of the throat in the form of a brilliant red 
frill or goitre. 
They are easily tamed, and 
soon learn to know their friends, evincing 
much pleasure when petted.

very useful, also, and will keep a house 
free from ilies, roaches and ants, if allowed 
to roam at will.

CFT FBRATF.D 
LIVER PILLS 
N ew York, May 13, 1880. 
While it is not nearly so hard as it was 
a few years ago, to find a decent place to 
live here, the task is far from easy. New 
Yorkers dependent 011 salaries are not 
obliged to hire large houses at twice the 
amount of their earnings, and trust to 
getting lodgers in order to meet their rent, 
as Mas long their custom and necessity. 
The building of many small residences 
above Seventieth and Eightieth streets, 
noM’ accessible by the elevated railways, 
and the erection of a goodly number of 
apartment-hou8es, has been of marked 
benefit to this densely populated island. 
People of moderate means can now secure 
a roof to shelter them M’ithout depending 
011 extraneous sources to satisfy their 
landlord, which is surely a great gain. 
But they must uot he in the least fas­ 
tidious ; they must not demand convenience 
or genuine comfort. If they do they w’ill 
he as bad oil as ever. There are places 
for small families iu the upper wards : hut 
they are not such as M'ould he accounted 
desirable. This continues to be a city for 
the accommodation of the rich and for the 
discouragement of people of ordinary in­ 
comes, and is likely to continue so for 
many years. 
WHERE CAN ME LIVE? 
If a man, with three or four mature per­ 
sons dependent upon him, rvants to reside 
in a respectable quarter—respectability 
and fashion have here the same meaning, 
architecturally—he will be obliged to pay 
for one apartment fully §1,000, and he 
cannot find a whole house for less than 
§2,000 a year. This is out of all proportion 
certainly, because the hulk of educated 
Americans, those M’ho are clerks, salesmen, 
accountants and the like, do not, and can­ 
not earn on an average more than § I, .TOO 
annually. Of course there are bookkeep­ 
ers, salesmen, journalists, commercial trav­ 
elers and others who can command 82,300, 
§3,000andupwards, hut they are exceptions. 
IIow this class continue to make both ends 
meet passes conjecture. They have sensi­ 
bility, culture, taste, and for a man oí this 
order to live in New York M’ith a family 
on fifteen hundred a year must he more 
than hard—it must be painful. I wonder 
how they do it. It í b generally estimated 
that a man with a w ife and two or three 
children—quite as many as most Manhat- 
tanese can afford to have—needs five thou­ 
sand dollars a year to enable him to get on 
respectably in this city. No M’onder that 
young men are afraid to marry—their fear 
is born of prudence—aud that the doc­ 
trines of Malthus are practically followed. 
The New Yorker who depends on an ordi­ 
nary salary, aud chooses wedlock, is in-• 
trepid to the verge of rashness. 
FAMILY HOTELS. 
But the metropolis steadily groM’s pleas­ 
anter for those bleesed M’ith abundant 
means, or those even in easy circumstances. 
They can live as they like, since there are 
many M’ays to select from. A very agree­ 
able method of living is in a family hotel, 
which has grown quite common within two 
or three years. The family hotel has all 
the advantages of the large and best 
houses, without the noise and publicity. 
It receives no transient guests, conse­ 
quently there is none of the confusion and 
uproar incident to continual arrivals and 
departures. The rooms are in suites, some­ 
times furnished, sometimes unfurnished, 
and must generally be engaged for a year. 
A restaurant is connected with the 
house, and the patrons take their meals 
in a large hall or ordinary, 
at 
small tables, always reserved, paying a 
fixed price, usually §14 a M’eek, for each 
¡verson. The house is elegant in its ap­ 
pointments ; the service is excellent; 
everything moves easily and smoothly. It 
has many of the attractions of a refined 
home, M’ithout its responsibilities, and for 
maidens, bachelors and childless couples it 
is much sought, although small families 
are often found there. 
These hotels are 
admirably managed, and are so delightfully 
placid and orderly that it is not strange 
that they are rapidly groM’ing in favor. 
They are in this respect in such marked 
contrast to the Metropolitan, Filth Ave­ 
nue, Hoffman or Windsor, through u’hich 
the whole town appears to he surging from 
morning to midnight, that for lovers of 
quiet there can be no comparison between 
the two. Most of these houses are in the 
best quarters of the town. Fifth avenue 
is dotted witji them, and they are gener­ 
ally so full, except in summer, that it is 
hard to secure rooms unless you have made 
arrangements long beforehand. Very often 
people have their names douvi a year 
or more in advance. The family hotel is 
assuredly a marked advance on the old 
plan of living in one of our colossal Amer­ 
ican caravansaries. 
CUR-ADORERS. 
The bench show, just opened at the ill- 
fated Madison Square Garden, is not only 
drawing very well, but is drawing people 
of fashion, many of them women. It has 
become the mode either to admire, or pre­ 
tend to admire, dogs of fine or fancy 
breeds, and the present exhibition, under 
the au-pices of the W estminsttr Kennel 
Club, is the best by far that has been held 
here. Almost any large-natured man is 
fond of a good dog ; hut the worship that 
many of our women pay to miserable little 
beasts is more than irrational, it is unnatu-* 
ral and repulsive. To see women, youDg, 
middle-aged and old, on the promenade 
and in carriages, carrying, cuddling and 
caressing tiny terriers, poodles, pugs and 
St. Charleses, as we see them every hour 
of the day, is revoltiug. W hy Mill women 
make such fools of themselves (or has na­ 
ture anticipated the making), and why M ill 
they exhibit their folly in public? Many, 
nay, most of these canine worshipers are, 
doubtless, ancient maidens or childless 
M’ives, M’h a give to their pets what should 
belong to their offspring. It is the ma­ 
ternal instinct and feeling perverted, and 
while it is abhorred as a spectacle, it is 
capable of exciting commiseration for those 
who have been deprived of their parental 
rights. Some of the cur-adorers are, how­ 
ever, 
WOMEN OF FAMILY, 
Who have entered into their adoration be­ 
cause they have seen others do it, because 
it is, they think, the fashion. In tjiem it 
is contemptible and incapable of evoking 
charity even from the most charitable. A 
few years since hardly a reputable woman 
could be seen here fondling a dog, hut 
now it is disgustingly common even among 
woman M’ho claim to be of the most re­ 
fined society. Any day you may see 
scores of such women in the Avenue or the 
Park carrying poodles on their bosoms, ac­ 
tually kissing them, allowing them to lick 
their faces, even their lips. Bah ! What 
well-regulated gorge does not rise at it ! 
Hom’ delightful it must be to the men M’ho 
come after the dogs! W hat manly man 
would be M’illing to be the rival, and a less 
favored rival, of a cur ? This odiou3 thing 
seems unnatural to American women. 
They have borrowed it from abroad, espe­ 
cially from the English, who make ter­ 
riers and pugs their constant companions 
night and day, and who regard it as emi­ 
nently proper to demean themselves toM’ard 
dogs as they would not toward their on’n 
flesh and blood. Thi3 growing disposition 
to dog-worship is extremely regretable. 
True, the best women are not gnilty of it, 
but the best women are in a fearful minor­ 
ity everywhere. 
SAM WARD. 
One of the passengers last Saturday for 
San Francisco, by the new and beautiful 
steamer Columbia, of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company, w;ps the noted 
and notorious Sam Ward of the Washington 
lobby, who has been dubbed its king.

CELEBRATED 


W h ere the Cold W aves Come From. 
Meteorological observations have now be­ 
come so extended that evidence is rapidly 
accumulating to enable us to determine 
positively the source of tho cold ¡erial 
waves which sweep across our country dur­ 
ing the winter season. The indications are 
that we owe them to the great area of high 
barometer in northeastern Siberia, where 
the pressure sometimes exceeds 31.80 
inches, and the temperature falls as I o m - as 
7fi degrees below zero. The pole of great­ 
est cold is in the neighborhood of Yokutsk, 
on the Lena, where the average thermome­ 
tric reading in January is 41 degrees below 
zero, and where the severest cold exceeds 
by 10 degrees that experienced by explo­ 
rers iu high Arctic regions. This is also 
the region of the highest barometric press­ 
ure known in winter ; and from it, doubt­ 
less, proceed the waves of intense cold 
which play so large a part in our winter 
experience.—[Scientific Canadian.

THE CENSUS. 
As the taking of the census will begin 
nt xt Tuesday, it may be as well to address 
a word of advice to the general public. 
The national census ought to be a source 
of pride and satisfaction, but hitherto it 
lias been largely rendered useless by the 
extreme difficulty of gettiug at the precise 
facts in • number of important particulars. 
Even intelligent men and women seem to 
think it of no consequence to be correct 
about dates, for example, as the precise 
ages of children, and above all of infants. 
Yet some of the most interesting and val­ 
uable tables of the last census were de­ 
prived of all practical usefulness just be­ 
cause people would not take the trouble 
to remember the exact ages of their 
babies. There is nothing impertinent 
or offensive in the questions which 
the 
Enumerators 
will put. 
They 
are each and all designed to aid in 
the ascertainment of whatever can 
help the people themselves by improved 
ways of living, and working, and produc­ 
ing. The statistics now gathered will, if 
faithfully given, inform us all how the 
nation has grown during the past ten 
years, how the people have multiplied, 
into what special grooves they have di­ 
rected their energies, how they have spread 
over the country, what diseases have 
atHicted them, what measure of health they 
have enjoyed, how education has proceeded 
among them, and many other points of 
equal interest. Those w ho are called upon 
to auswer tliese questions must consider 
that they are contributing their quota to a 
common stock of knowledge from tybich 
ail will derive information and instruction. 
It is therefore to be hoped that no obstacles 
will be put iu the way of the officials whose 
duty it is to collect these statistics. 
THE DEMOCRATIC CAMPAIGN. 
The Democratic canvass has been ob­ 
scured by the interest attaching to the 
bitter warfare being carried on in the Be- 
publican party for the nomination, hut the 
Democratic managers have been working 
quite as hard as their opponents, if their 
labors bax-c not been so much discussed. 
It is curious that up to the present time 
no one appears to have any definite idea 
as to how the Cincinnati Convention will 
result. It is true that Tilden seems to 
have the inside track, but it is claimed 
that the two-thirds rule will make it al­ 
most impossible for him to get the nomi­ 
nation. There is of course nothing really 
known as to his strength or that of other 
candidates, for the Democratic delegations 
are, with few exceptions, uninstructed, and 
the preferences of their members are mere 
matter of conjecture. The fact that Tilden 
has been preparing for the Convention 
for four years certainly givc3 him an ad­ 
vantage, and a strong impression prevails 
that he can have the nomination if he 
wants it. Should this opinion prove to be 
ill-founded, however, the prospect for a 
‘ ‘ dark horse would appear to be greater 
than that of the nomination of any of the 
candidates already spoken of. 
Should 
Grant be nominated at Chicago the Demo­ 
crats will naturally desire to put up the 
strongest man they can find, and it is quite 
probable that they may not believe Tilden 
to be that man. If ha has the necessary 
votes, however, he is certain to use them 
for himself, without troubling himself as 
to the inclinations of his friends, for if 
nobody else belicveo iu the poossibility of 
his success he himself holds it as an article 
of faith, never to be questioned. 


It is maintained by the priesthood that 
instruction in thtology is necessary to the 
implanting of a right moral code in the 
youthful mind. This is the main support 
of all the arguments whereby it is sought 
to demonstrate the propriety of placing 
the State educational machinery under the 
control of the Churches. The connection 
between theology and morals lias indeed 
always been insisted upon byftheologians, 
and for the most part their theory has been 
accepted, because it had become familiar 
by long use. But a time has come when 
men’s minds are not satisfied with the in­ 
consequential propositions which contented 
their ancestors. They subject every dogma 
and doctrine to searching analysis, and 
they reject whatever is found logically or 
historically or scientifically defective. And 
when this method is applied to the hy­ 
pothesis that morals can only be rightly 
taught from a theological point of depart­ 
ure, it is shown to be quite inconsistent 
with experience, and to be in fact an 
hallucination or a fallacy. For morals 
are the rules of conduct which arc 
evolved from the experience of society, or 
which arc gradually established through 
some tribal or social differentiation or 
caprice. 
There has never been any 
general agreement upon the fundamental 
concepts of morals among mankind, nor 
arc there two codes of ethics in the world 
which at all closely resemble one another. 
In fact morals are as much the result of 
social growth as religious beliefs are, and 
as to the latter it is now well known that 
while they tend to represent certain large 
central ideas, such as those of vicarious 
atonement, rewards and punishments, 
homage by prayer, and image-worship, 
they are as different in detail as are the 
manners of the various races and nations. 
No doubt theology has in all ages exer­ 
cised a marked intluence upon society. Iu 
certain periods it has exerted a powerful 
influence upon the moral standard also. 
But its tendency has always been to de­ 
cline from the high ideals it has set up, 
and in the long run it has been more 
largely controlled by its surroundings than 
controlling them. It is of course idle to 
imagine a state of society from which all 
theological education would be banished. 
Such a state of things is possible in the 
future, but it is not possible in the present, 
because no man now living is or can be 
free from the inherited theological train­ 
ing of centuries past. Consciously or un­ 
consciously that training influences modern 
thought more or less, and it may be as­ 
serted that it has its representation 
in the existing stability of public morals. 
Since that can neither be proved nor dis­ 
proved it is not worth while to discuss it, 
but we think it is possible to show that 
there is no further need of theological 
foundations for morals, if ever there was 
such a need. And in the first place, to 
make clear the separation between morals 
and religion, we will take the example 
of a Roman Catholic country. 
There 
the priest stands between every man and 
his conscience. There the nominal blend­ 
ing of morals and religion is most com­ 
plete. There the educational machinery is 
in the hands of the Church. There the 
sacerdotal hypothesis has full play. And 
what are the results ? Are such coun­ 
tries more moral than those in which 
Church and State are separated ? Than 
those in which religion is excluded from 
the schools’ Nothing of the kind. But 
on the contrary we find that the ignorance 
which Catholicism in many countries has 
fostered among the masses, renders them 
more inclined to immorality than are the 
poor of other lands. The moral standard 
cannot be high among people who have 
learned to think more of some ceremonial 
practice than of robbery or assassination. 
Yet there are a great many Catholics iu 
Southern Europe who would think it a 
more venial offense to cut a throat than to 
refrain from kneeling when the Host 
passed them. 
When Mr. Wallace, the naturalist, was 
in the Malay archipelago, he visited an 
island called Dobbo, upon which men of 
all races were accustomed to meet for pur­ 
poses of commerce. Almost every East­ 
ern race, Chinese, Papuans, Javanese, 
Cerainese, Bugis, and so forth, most of 
them uncivilized peoples, here assemble in 
the most irrcgula way, and manage to 
live without government or laws of any 
kind. Says Mr, Wallace: “ This motley, 
“ ignorant, bloodthirsty, thievish popula- 
“ tion live here without the shadow of a 
“ government, with no police, no courts, 
“ and no lawyers; yet they do not cut 
“ each other’s throats, do not plunder each 
“ other day and night, do not fall into the 
“ anarchy such a state ot things might be 
“ supposed to lead to.” The truth is that 
the self-interest of these savage men made 
them moral, and thus xvithout any relig­ 
ious or secular restraints they nevertheless 
preserved a state of order the, like of which 
more civilized societies find it difficult 
eno lglr to maintain even with all the com­ 
plicated machinery of modern government 
to help them. This shows, in a very clear 
way, what self-interest is capable of doing, 
and the application of the illustration 
consists in the deduction that order in 
society was originally due to precisely the 
same agencies as kept the peace on the 
Island of Dobbo. Morals must have ex­ 
isted before religion, in fact. The codes of 
ethics were of course subsequent growths, 
but practical morality was coincident with 
the dawn of society. As many wrong ideas 
have obtained in regard to right and wrong 
as in regard to anything else. In fact Man 
has almost always tried every erroneous 
path before hitting upon the true one, and 
he has only been driven to the latter by 
suffering and bitter experience. It is this 
experience which has been the great codi- 
fier of moral law, and whenever theology 
has strengthened morality it has done so 
by adopting some principle which experi­ 
ence had already sanctioned and tested. 
But the codes of ethics which rest upon 
theology alone are not salutary or benefi­ 
cent. They of necessity inculcate, as the 
primary duty of the scholar, the blind ac­ 
ceptance of dogmas which are either con­ 
trary to or beyond experience, and which 
therefore demand the exercise of a dan­ 
gerous credulity, or require such a viola­ 
tion of all sense of logical sequence and 
natural law as is certain to warp and injure 
the judgment. Thus theology teaches mor­ 
als by immoral means, and in her efforts to 
control the mind she perverts it. We 
have seen already' how independent 
of practical morality the most despotic 
theological government may be, and usually 
is. But if this is the natural tendency of 
theological government, how can it be the 
only or the best guide to moral education ? 
We assert that it is not and that it cannot 
be, and that the ethics of Christianity in 
particular are incapable of application to 
society as it is. 
This may seem a hard saying, but it is 
none the less true. For the ethics deduci- 
ble from the New Testament are a3 inca­ 
pable of practical use as the ethics deductble 
from the Old Testament would be opposed 


to all modern civilized idea3. The Altru­ 
ism of the New Testament is a doctrine 
wholly incompatible with the cohesion and 
survival of society. A community which 
took the Sermon on the Mount for its code 
of ethics would unquestionably thereby 
bring itself to speedy ruin. A nation doing 
the same thing would quickly reduce itself 
to barbarism. A race so acting would ar­ 
rest its upward movement and destroy its 
prospects. In fact, this code of morals is 
not only altogether impracticable, but the 
world has always recognized its impractica­ 
bility, and ignored it completely. It is not 
upon this that the existing code of morals 
rests. It is upon the experience of 
mankind. The theologians who desire 
to introduce religion into the public 
schools as a basis for morals, have 
no other wish than to teach the impossi­ 
ble ethics we have been speaking of; 
knowing all the time that they cannot be 
put in practice, but that every man who 
enters the world will have to follow the 
moral code he linds in operation there, and 
which has no connection with the religious 
code. The truth is that morality is no­ 
where a question of religion, but every­ 
where one of experience and habit. Virtue is 
far more a matter of custom than of princi­ 
ple. The child brought up among edu­ 
cated people will learn to be pure and re­ 
fined. The child brought up among uned­ 
ucated people will learn to be coarse and 
rough. To the one abstinence from merely 
sensual indulgences is made natural by its 
education. To the other brutal gratifica­ 
tions are made equally natural. But it is 
not religion that determines this difference, 
for the people among whom the first child 
is brought up may be (and probably would 
be) irreligious worldlings, while the people 
among whom the second child is brought 
up may be devout Catholics or Methodists 
or Calvinists. The morality that is taught 
apart from religion, however, ha3 one very 
great advantage over the other kind. It 
is taught at no sacrifice of the sense 
of consistency, tho sense of truth, or 
the instinct of inquiry. The theological 
methods of education require a surren­ 
der of the judgment and a stimulation 
of the imagination highly prejudicial both 
to true morality and to intellectual inde­ 
pendence and force. Children who learn 
to be moral without learning religious dog­ 
mas at the same time, retain unimpaired 
their capacity to analyze and to weigh 
all propositions. 
Children who learn 
their ethics through the theological me­ 
dium sustain an injury to their intellectual 
integrity which may never be repaired, 
and go forth into the world bewildered or 
deluded concerning those high and grave 
questions which it is the duty of every 
conscientious parent to let his children 
wrestle with independently. Concern­ 
ing those questions there may be no final 
auswer attainable, but the discipline of 
free and fearless inquiry is the best that 
can be applied to the growing mind,' and it 
can only lender the judgment and the 
morals more clear and firm. The ethics of 
the people stand in no danger from the 
rigid separation between Church and State. 
Education must be, as it has hitherto been, 
the care of the seculajGovernment. The 
priest must be barred out of the school­ 
room, and given no authority over the im­ 
mature intelligences of our children. This 
is the conclusion to which experience con­ 
ducts us, and it is a safe and a sound 
one. 
THE RELEASE OF KEARNEY. 
AYe doubt whether the decision of the 
Supreme Court iu the case of Kearney has 
been much of a surprise to the public, for 
the arguments in the case prepared the 
way for such a judgment as has been ren­ 
dered. The power of a municipality to in­ 
flict penalties beyond what the general 
laws of the State prescribe for a certain 
class of offenses,- can hardly be maintained, 
since this would be to put the less above 
the greater. The Court points out that 
“ municipal by-laws must harmonize with 
“ the general laws of the State, and be 
“ reasonable.” But it does not rest its de­ 
cision on this poiut expressly. It holds 
that Kearney was not lawfully convicted 
under the ordinance, since that ordinance 
was intended to apply to the denunciation 
of persons in their presence, aud Kearney 
was only charged with abusing Claus 
Spreckles in his absence. If, says the 
Court, Kearney committed a crime in de­ 
nouncing one in his absence, then ftll peo­ 
ple who have denounced Kearney iu his 
absence ought to be imprisoned. This con­ 
struction would involve the prosecution of 
nearly every journalist iu the State, and of a 
large percentage of the whole population. 
The decision is very suggestive in many 
ways, and it may help to impress upon the 
public mind that it is dangerous to liberty to 
strain laws for any purpose whatever, and 
that however public opinion may demand 
the punishment of a demagogue, there is 
no such elasticity in the law as to allow of 
arbitrary inflictions. It is evident, more­ 
over, that the means employed hitherto to 
procure the punishment of such offenders 
as Kearney are insufficient. The conferring 
upon either Judges or juries the power to 
determine what kind of language consti­ 
tutes an offense within the law, is manifest­ 
ly dangerous and unwarrantable. The 
fact that in a given case there might be a 
general concurrence iu the ruling of the 
Court or the verdict of the jnrv, does not 
affect this consideration, cither. For it is 
clear that with such a law in force there 
may at any time arise a disposition on the 
part of some dominant faction to suppress 
free speech, and this law would render such 
an abuse possible. Let us suppose a situa­ 
tion in which a bitter political strife 
was being waged between Republicans and 
Democrats. The Republicans secure con­ 
trol of the municipal government of San 
Francisco. The Democrats attack their 
administration. Whereupon they indict 
the Democratic speakers and writers un­ 
der the ordinance, and by packing juries 
obtain their conviction. Perhaps such a 
condition of things might never happen, 
but its possibility must be admitted, and 
what has occurred already shows with 
what eagerness such a law is likely to be 
availed of when it can be used to suppress 
an obnoxious individual. The exercise by 
a municipality of greater powers than the 
State laxvs delegate, is of course unjusti­ 
fiable, and on that ground alone we think 
Kearney must have been released. The 
decision of the Court, Ijowever, is much 
broader, and it indicates the necessity for 
a radical change in the ordinances upon 
which San Francisco has relied hitherto. 


a law to fit the case, he can be meddled 
with again. The law clearly ought to de­ 
fine the precise language which constitutes 
an offense, hut until it can be amended 
in this way there would seem to be 
no law for Kearney’s case. If he should 
happen to abuse somebody in the pres­ 
ence of that person, he might be prosecuted, 
but that contingency Í3 a remote one, and 
the probability is that he will have to be 
let alone. Having vindicated his right of 
free vituperation, he would, if he were a 
seusible man, restrain himself hereafter, and 
thus show that though there was no law 
to suppress him lie had the decency to 
recognize the proprieties of civilized life, 
and the binding force of public opinion. 
But we are not at all sure thayvearney has 
breadth enough to take up such a position. 
His natural inclination will rather be to 
repair to the Saiullots and there “ get 
even ” with his opponents by abusing them. 
In any event we are inclined to think that 
his power has largely passed away from him. 
The approach of the Presidential campaign 
will tend to cement the breech in the Demo­ 
cratic ranks. 
The idea of a separate 
Workingmen's ticket is of course prepos­ 
terous. There will be no special issues for 
him to make capital out of, and it is ques­ 
tionable whether the best elements of his 
party have not already abandoned it. 
There will remain a sand-lot crowd, aud it 
will doubtless be as coarse and turbulent 
as ever, but we do not think that San 
Francisco will have any further cause to 
apprehend serious mischief from that fac­ 
tion, and unless Kearney is nursed again 
by the press as he wa3 at the beginning of 
his career, it is quite probable that he way 
quietly siuk out of sight. 


ISLAM IN CHINA. 
The Edinburgh Review contains an arti­ 
cle on the spread of Mohammedanism in 
China, which is very suggestive. In a re­ 
cent issue we alluded slightly to the advance 
of Mohammedanism in Africa, all the dense 
populations of which country appear to be 
rapidly yielding to a religion which brings 
along with it marked civilizing influences. 
It seems that a very similar change is tak­ 
ing place in China, where the descendants 
of Arabian immigrants who have always 
retained their religion are reaching out 
more and more boldly, and striking their 
roots deeper continually. These Moslem 
Chinese did a few years ago actually take 
and hold the important and populous prov­ 
ince of Yunnan, but the Imperial Gov­ 
ernment finally overcame them by proffers 
of amnesties and promotions, and so their 
leaders became divided, and fell. The 
Chinese Moslem arc described as being 
physically a more robust and energetic 
race than the Chinese proper, or the Con- 
fucian Chinese, and they are strongly in­ 
clined to independence. The Imperial 
Government has had such conclusive evi­ 
dence of their , valor and prowess that it 
holds them in high respect, and is very 
careful to avoid all irritating treatment. 
They howeverare enthusiastic proselytizers, 
and they are spreading Islainism abroad 
through China, and it appears to find much 
favor because of its superior definiteness 
and energy. The growth of Islam in 
China, in short, is an event which it has 
become necessary to recognize and to take 
into consideration, for it is at once evident 
that it may have the most important con­ 
sequences. It is quite within the bounds 
cf possibility' that Islamism may conquer 
the whole of China before another century 
has passed, aud should that happen it is 
evident that the restless proselytizing spirit 
which is bringing about this change would 
look abroad for further fields of employ­ 
ment. Suppose the four hundred millions 
of China all converted to Mohammedism ; 
th swarming races of Africa ranged under 
the same religious stardard ; the recru­ 
descence of Arabian energy coincidingwith 
these changes; what is to prevent, or 
what could hinder, a descent upon 
both America and Europe such as the 
ancient history of civilization records as 
pouring forth from the cradle of the race 
in Central Asia ? China is always a center 
of portentous possibilities, and this cloud 
of Mohammedanism impending over the 
land appears capable of supplying the 
stimulus which was alone wanting to make 
that overgrown nation a world-danger. 
The immense intellectual and emotional 
energies which have always had their seat 
in the mysterious land of Arabia, are by 
no means on the declina. The fiery des­ 
erts which inclose as with a magic spell 
the old empire of Nejid may not forever 
doom the robust race thus imprisoned, to 
isolation. The materials for as many 
social and racial cataclysms as have 
already taken place yet remain, and 
the advance of civilization has not been so 
rapid or so general that there are not left 
enough barbarian hosts to overwhelm all 
that Europe has constructed, more utterly 
and hopelessly than old Rome or old 
Cartliage was overwhelmed. Civilization 
has recognized dangers within itself which 
to some seem to menace its destruction, 
but apart from all evil and threatening 
products of its own processes there remains 
this outward danger : an Enceladus who 
may at any time overcome the weight that 
bears him down, and rise in his wrath 
upon the nations that despise his present 
supineness.

THE SCHOOL EXAMINATIONS. 


Of course the question what Kearney 
will now do is entirely distinct from the 
.question of the ruling of the Court in his 
case, but it is equally interesting. The 
fact that the Sandlot element has achieved 
a substantial victojy is in many respects to 
be regretted, but it would have been still 
more unfortunate had the Court ignored 
the constitutional rights of the citizen in 
adjudicating his case. No doubt he will be 
tempted to resume his old attitude, and to 
reveDge himself on his enemies in his usual 
style. Nor is it easy to see how he can be 
prevented from doing this, or how, failing 


without impugning the 
integrity of 
someone, and we have no desire to 
arraigu anyone without sufficient evidence. 
It would, however, be a neglect of duty on 
our part to ignore the general dissatisfac­ 
tion with the examinations, and we are 
sure that we express the common senti­ 
ment in saying that this matter has gone 
too far to be hushed up low, and must be 
investigated fully. In fact it appears to 
usas the case stands that it would be no 
more than an act of justiee toall concerned, 
pupils and teachers together, to call a re­ 
examination in arithmetic for both the 
Grammar Schools : for if one of those 
schools is under suspicion of having been 
taught too little, the other is not less 
strongly suspected of having been taught 
too much, and therefore in neither case can 
the recent examination be rightly regarded 
as affording a fair test of the capacity of 
the scholars. 
THE CONTRACT SYSTEM OF PRISON 
LABOR. 
We have received a report from the 
Superintendent of New York Prisons to 
the State Legislature, on the subject of the 
contract system of prison labor, which 
contains much valuable information. It 
embraces an examination of the methods 
pursued in the largest prisons of the country, 
together with those of Europe. It consti­ 
tutes a defense of the contract system of a 
complete and exhaustive character. The 
objection to the contract system has been 
raised by labor “ reformers,” and those 
who follow them. Its central assump­ 
tion is that convict labor enters into 
destructive competition with free labor. 
By some process of reasoning quite incom­ 
prehensible by the average mind, the oppo­ 
nents of the contract system are com­ 
pletely reconciled to what is called the 
“ public account” system. The difference 
between the two is chiefly imaginary. 
Under the contract system the State lets 
out the labor of the convicts to manufac­ 
turers who provide the plant and material. 
Under the public account system the State 
itself becomes a manufacturer, buys plant 
and material, and secures the resultant 
profit for itself. In both cases the products 
of convict labor are necessarily put upon 
the market in competition with the products 
of free labor. In fact, so far as the inter­ 
ests of free labor are concerned there is no 
choice between the two systems. 
But 
it must be realized that there is 
absolutely no plan by which the 
competition complained of can be avoided, 
and it muBt also be realized that the com­ 
petition complained of is for the most part 
imaginary. It has been shown by statistics 
that prison labor constitutes an inappre­ 
ciable percentage of the whole labor of the 
country, and that therefore it cannot be 
the bugbear workingmen persist in think­ 
ing it. Nor must it be forgotten that the 
expense of supporting the convicts would 
have to be borne in the shape of taxes if 
they did not work, and that this enforced 
idleness would Lot only cost the free la­ 
borers quite as much as their competition 
could possibly do, but would by still fur­ 
ther demoralizing the convicts increase the 
criminal tendency throughout the country, 
l’assing next to the question of the relative 
merits of the two systems, the contract 
aud the public account syatein, we find it 
demonstrated that whereas the latter 
system might be the more desirable if the 
management of the prisons was entirely 
divorced from politics, it is far less sate 
aud profitable than the contract system 
under the existing conditions. For the 
State cannot find a man who is at once a 
good penologist and a thorough business 
manager; who is capable of superintend­ 
ing all the commercial details of per­ 
haps half a dozen different manufactures, 
and at the same time of attend­ 
ing to the general conduct of the 
prison. Such a combination is not impos­ 
sible, but if it exists it is making a great 
fortune somewhere, and cannot be had for 
the service of the State at low wages. The 
public account system has been tried sev­ 
eral times in this country, and has alwaj's 
failed. The contract system has done bet­ 
ter, though it is by no means all that could 
be desired. The most objectionable feature 
is the fact that under it the convicts rarely 
learn a full trade. They are taught some 
single operation, and if they become expert 
at that they are kept to it. It is in our 
opinion doubtful whether this cau be called 
teaching thorn a trade at all. The contract 
system, however, guarantees the State what 
is probably the highest rate that can beob 
tained for prison labor. It keep3 the con­ 
victs employed ; and it puts the financial 
responsibility upon the contractors. No 
doubt the latter make a profit by these en­ 
gagements, or they would not make them, 
but it is also clear that they encounter 
great risks. In short the contract system 
appears to be the best that can be devised 
at present, and the objections to it appear 
to be irrational and ignorant. The convicts 
must be employed, and it is better to em­ 
ploy them upon some industry which will 
find a ready market than to try and dis­ 
cover a trade so little followed that it in­ 
volves no competition with free labor.

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THE CHARACTER OF CYRIL OF ALEX­ 
ANDRIA. 


The Board of Education has finally 
decided not to re-examine the pupils of the 
first grade in the Sacramento Grammar 
School, though it is by no means clear that 
this is the wisest conclusion under the cir­ 
cumstances. At the meeting of the Board 
on Thursday night, however, Superin­ 
tendent Landes called attention to a sin­ 
gular state of things in regard to the 
examination papers of the Capital Grammar 
School. It was shown that w'hile the 
credits assigned for the several examples in 
the arithmetic examination aggregated 
high totals, the examiner or some other 
person had altered all the totals put at 
the top of the papers, and had reduced 
them on an average ten per cent. Thus, 
whereas a footing of all the credits on a 
given paper gave a total of 100, the show­ 
ing made was only 00 ; aud this process 
had been ' arried through all the papers 
iu that grade. This is certainly an 
extraordinary condition of things. It 
would 
seem 
that whoever altered 
the figures at the head of the papers must 
have had a special motive for producing 
the impression that the pupils in that class 
had done worse, instead of better, than 
they actually did. The fact of the altera­ 
tions and of the reduction of credits 
resulting, cannot be doubted. The ques­ 
tion of the responsibility for those changes 
is a3 yet undetermined, but it is incumbent 
upon I’rofessor Adams, who was the 
examiner in this case, either to show that 
he did not himself mikt the alterations, 
or, failiug that, to furnish a satisfactory 
explanation of his motive for making them. 
1 At present we can only be sure that some­ 
body made the changes, and that Professor 
Adams wa3 the examiner, and had in 
charge the marking up of the papers. 
It is of course difficult to assign an 
adequate motive for such an act 


founder of Christianity; wheu bishops were 
merely veteran politicians, and dogma» 
merely political issues ; the main difference 
being that dogmas were enforced with sword 
and fire. A more utterly unchristian age 
Christianity cannot exhibit. 
In fact, 
Hypatia, the heathen philosopher, was 
one of the very few real Christians then 
living, and naturally the others hated her, 
for her virtues threw their vices into 
disagreeably strong relief. The view of 
the relation of Cyril to the murder of 
Hypatia taken by Rev. Charles Kingsley 
in his story is undoubtedly that which is 
most favored by the best modern critical 
judgment. Cyril of Alexandria was no 
doubt a strong man, and he may be con­ 
ceded to have been an able theologian, but 
his character and his deeds were alike 
odious, and he has earned a bad eminence 
as one of the worst churchmen at a time 
when the church swarmed with bad men. 
THE GENEVA AWARD. 
It is interesting to observe the struggles 
of Congress over the distribution of the 
balance of the Geneva Award. It is in­ 
teresting principally because the average 
Congressman has evidently completely 
forgotten the history of that award, and 
looks upon it as a stray fund, to be appro­ 
priated to whatever use his interest or 
caprice may suggest. The fact, however, 
is, that the Geneva Award was a payment 
on account of certain precisely specified 
claims, which after severe examination 
were allowed by the British Government. 
Now it results from this that Congress has 
no moral option in the premises. For if it 
should decide that those on whose account 
the claims were made are not entitled to 
the compensation awarded, it in so de­ 
ciding confesses that it obtained the money 
under false pretenses, and that it has no 
title to it. Congress has in fact ne 
right whatever to dispose of any 
part of this fund for any other 
purpose than the settlement of the claims 
which were admitted by Great Britain. 
When the other day a member rose and 
moved that the balance of the Award be 
employed in erecting public buildings all 
over the country, he was laughed down, 
but however absurd such a proposition may 
be, it is no whit more improper or ridicu­ 
lous than those which have already been 
seriously entertained by Congress. 
That 
body first made solemn averment that cer­ 
tain persons and classes of persons had sus­ 
tained such and such damage from rebel 
cruisers. England agreed to pay a large 
sum in compensation. But so soon as the 
money is paid over Congress begins to re­ 
ject the claims upon the strength of which 
the Award was made, and thus gives the 
lie to its previous assumptions. This is 
not a creditable position to be taken by 
the national legislature, but unless all signs 
fail a far worse one may be reached eventu­ 
ally in this connection.

ROBERT INGERSOLL’S UNPRECEDENTED 
SUCCESS IN HIS LAST LECTURE. 


Rationalistic Signs of the Times—Ex-Gov­ 
ernor Henry S. Foote's Unconscious 
Humor—The New Comic Opera. 


From an article in the Popular ¿science 
Monthly for June we gather that the dis­ 
covery of a mode of making diamonds 
some time since announced, is a genuine 
one. 
Curiously enough two Edinburgh 
scientists were engaged in the same pur­ 
suit. One thought he had discovered the 
way to make diamonds, but his discovery 
proved a fallacy. The other investigator 
a few weeks subsequently hit upon the 
right way, and his diamonds have been 
pronounced real by the highest authorities. 
As yet it does not seem probable that a 
great revolution will be effected by this 
invention, inasmuch as the cost of produc­ 
ing the diamonds is not brought within 
reasonable limits. Of course only the in­ 
vention of a cheap process for manufactur­ 
ing diamonds would result in the degrada­ 
tion of these gems from their present high 
place, and it appears that the Edinburgh 
diamonds cost more than the natural ones 
thus far. But the secret once found, it is 
only a question of time for cheap processes 
to be invented, and then such a multipli­ 
cation of diamonds will ensue as must 
bring down the value of hundreds of mill­ 
ions worth of property to mere nominal 
sums. In fact it may prove a very disas­ 
trous discovery', instead of being a bene­ 
ficial one.

We observe, in the June number of the 
Californian, a letter signed M. Coleman, 
Smartsville, Y'uba county, in which an 
attempt is made to whitewash Bishop 
Cyril, of Alexandria, whose suspected 
responsibility for the atrocious murder of 
Hypatia has helped to render infamous a 
name already sufficiently blackened with 
ill deeds. We should have supposed that 
no one at this late day would think it 
worth while to undertake at once so thank­ 
less and impracticable a task as the reha­ 
bilitation of Cyril of Alexandria's reputa­ 
tion. In the first place the tendency of 
the evidence is to justify the belief that he 
ought to be held accountable for the murder 
of Hypatia, if he did not directly suggest 
it to Peter the Reader and his savage mob 
following of Nitrian monks. There is 
certainly nothing in Cyril’s character to 
warrant the supposition that even so 
hideous a deed would have been re­ 
pugnant to him. For a more unscrupu­ 
lous, brutal, ferocious, intolerant, priest of 
Belial never lived. His whole career was 
a succession of brawls, tumults, sanguinary 
riots, fierce contentions, dirty intrigues, 
and furious polemics. Bright’s description 
of his character is a complete travesty, un­ 
supported by one ascertained fact of his 
own time. A far abler and more trust­ 
worthy historian, Dean Milman, says of 
him that “ he may be a hero or even 
“ a saint to those who esteem the stern 
“ and uncompromising assertion of certain 
“ tenets the one prominent Christian vir- 
“ tue ; but, while ambition, intrigue, 
“ arrogance, rapacity and violence are pro- 
“ scribed as unchrÍ3tian mc-an3—barbarity, 
“ persecution, bloodshed, as unholy and 
“ unevangelic wickednesses, posterity will 
“ condemn the orthodox Cyril as one of 
“ the worst of heretics against the spread 
“ of the Gospel.” And that is the view of 
him which the facts alone justify. He be­ 
longed to a period when the Church had 
utterly forgotten and tost the spirit of the 


Ivalloch and Kearney have been let out 
together, though the former is not yet 
free from apprehension, since it is the in­ 
tention of his prosecutors to appeal the 
case to the Supreme Court. The ruling of 
the Superior Court, to the effect that he 
cannot be punished as Mayor for acts done 
in an unofficial capacity, evidently opens 
the door for some subtle argument. When 
a man is made Mayor, for instance, how 
deeply is he supposed to be saturated with 
officialdom? Is he a Mayor only during 
official hours, and does he subside into a 
private citizen every afternoon when he 
leaves his office ? Can he acj otherwise 
than as a Mayor while he holds that office; 
or is it impossible for him to act as a 
Mayor unless he is performing some public 
duty? These aud other equally abstruse 
and puzzling questions will have to be 
determined by the Supremo Court, and 
considering the difficulties of the task it 
will be well if the final decision is rendered 
before Mayor Kalloch’s official term ex­ 
pires.

New Y’o rk , May 20, 1S80. 
Colonel Robert C. Inger-soll has lectured 
hero repeatedly and lias drawn very good 
audiences, but he has never had such a 
crowd or awakened such enthusiasm in this 
or any other city, as he did last Sunday 
evening, at Booth’s Theater. It was a 
surprise to him and his friends, to all ra­ 
tionalists, indeed, even the most pro­ 
nounced. The great theater was literally 
packed, very much as herrings are in a 
barrel, and long before the hour of begin­ 
ning it was almost impossible for the 
slenderest person to wedge in anywhere. 
The struggle for admission was prodigious; 
tickets in the hands of speculators rose 
rapidly from one dollar—the regular price 
was seventy-five cents—to two dollars, 
and hundreds of people were turned away, 
and in a city too where lectures are as a 
rule very nieagerly attended. This is the 
more remarkable because the evening was 
so very warm and sultry that nobody, un­ 
less particularly interested in the subject, 
would have gone within walls to listen to 
it. Such 
AS ENORMOUS LECTURE ^AUDIENCE 
Has never, I am told, been assembled be­ 
fore in the metropolis. It was of a highly 
intelligent character, and fully half of it 
was composed of cultured and refined 
women—a ver}' expressive fact, because 
women, in all countries and all ages, have 
been, from their natural conservatism, be­ 
lievers in and upholders of theology. All 
churches depend mainly on them for sus­ 
tainment ; without them, the cause of or­ 
thodoxy would languish far more than it 
does now. Even when women have become 
skeptics, they hesitqjte to avow their skepti­ 
cism, except to a few intimates, because they 
are continually taught self-supprcssiou, aqd 
because they are afraid of wounding some­ 
body’s sensibility. Ingersoll, in his lecture 
entitled “ What Must We Do to be 
Saved ? ” treated orthodoxy in the main 
from a humorous point of view—it was 
funny, but it was also flippant—and would 
have shocked the most liberal minds had 
they retained a vestige of respect for the 
old belief. But he obviously did not shock 
or disturb any part of his vast audience. 
They all laughed and cheered aud well- 
nigh roared with approval as he proceeded 
in his telling arraignment of what is com­ 
monly accepted as Christianity. All this 
shows what a hold rationalism has taken 
of thoughtful people ; that the monstrous 
doctrines put forward in the name of re­ 
ligion have produced an inevitable revolt, 
and that all respect for such doctrines and 
their propagation has been lost. The ex­ 
traordinary oration of Ingersoll in the cap­ 
ital of the Republic, when he ridicules and 
denounces in a theater on Sunday, for 
two hours and a quarter, what the 
general public has been instructed 
to accept as the sacred truths of Christian­ 
ity, is certainly a very significant, and one 
of the signs of the times which deserves 
chronicling. It would seem to denote that 
the knell of orthodoxy is sounding through­ 
out the land ; that the more intelligent 
citizens have rejected the old, repulsive su­ 
perstitions of a wrathful God, a hideous 
cruelty in the name of divine justice, and 
the morally inconceivable idea of eternal 
damnation. Ingersoll said, at the outset, 
that he wished to 
REMOVE SUPERSTITION 
From the minds of his hearere. That it 
needs to be removed from many minds 
hereabouts is proved by the circumstance 
that, ou the same Sunday, prayers were 
offered up for the sending of rain in the 
churches of Bricksburg and other New 
Jersey towns. Is this 1880, or is it 1JS0 ? 
Presuming that there were a personal 
God, would he not know enough 
to send rain, if it were necessary; 
and if it were necessary, and he 
would not send it, would he be 
worthy of trust, much less of love ? 
The same Sunday, also, Rev. Myron 
Adams, pastor of a Congregational Church 
at Rochester, boldly denounced the doc­ 
trine of hell ; declared his opinion that the 
churches are declining ; that skepticism ¡3 
crushing them, and simply because they 
preach false teuets about the future of the 
human race. He created a profound sensa­ 
tion ; but it is not thought that he will re­ 
sign, or be asked to, since the principal 
members of his congregation agree with his 
liberal sentiments. Such mutterings of 
clerical thunder are constantly heard in 
different cities and towns of the republic, 
and betoken the tremendous storm now 
brewing and destined to sweep away the 
remnants of an odious, savage and entirely 
unnatural creed. 
HENRY 8. FOOTE. 
The report that cx-Governor Henry S. 
Foote, once a resident of California, is dying 
of a caDcer at Nashville, Tenn., brings to 
mind a communication which he wrote last 
year to the Times in reply to a very kindly 
sketch of him published in that newspa­ 
per. The communication was a perfect 
illustration of the peculiar character of 
Foote, who is, you know, a tire-eating 
Southerner of the old pro-slavery days, 
full of temper, rant, vanity and fustian, 
though well enough disposed when not 
crossed. The Times’ writer had given 
divers well-known facts of his life ; that 
he was born in 1800; that he bad fought 
8c\eral duels, and is a wretched marks­ 
man ; that he is very choleric ; that he is 
Jefferson Davis’ enemy, and opposed most 
of his measures in the Richmond Congress, 
of which he was a member, and was usual­ 
ly on the adverse side of most ques­ 
tions through his towering egotism. 
Foote’s response began with denying 
that he was so old as had been 
represented — the date had undoubtedly 
been furnished to the biographer by him­ 
self ; denying that he was choleric—he ad­ 
mitted that he was not always amiable ; 
that he could be made very angry, and 
demonstrated this by speaking of the au­ 
thor as a hireling, a miscreant, a base 
slanderer, etc.; denying that he was a foe 
of Jefferson Davis, although he did not 
like him ; had no faith in his executive 
power, and believed he had 
RUINED THE SOUTHERN CAUSE: 
Denying that he was contrary or perverse, 
if people would listen to reason, and not 
try to thwart him continually, and that he 
had no more egotism (his communication 
was saturated with egotism) than any self- 
respecting person must have. 
He ac­ 
knowledged by every phrase the complete 
truth of the article ; and yet he 
had no conception that be bad not 
triumphantly refuted it.

was 
published 
for 
its 
comicality, 
albeit he saw not a scintilla of fun in it. 
Foote, like most of the Southerners, has 
never had any more sense of humor than 
an owl. One of the anecdotes related by 
the journalist was that Sergeant^ S. Pren­ 
tiss, who had once fought with Foote near 
Vicksburg, had called out, after the first 
fire, to a boy in a distant tree, “ Look out, 
my son, you may get hurt; my friend 
Senator Foote is shooting very wildly to­ 
day.” The story, which is strictly true, 
evinced Prentiss’ fondness for a jest, eve» 
under circumstances thought to be grave. 
But h’oote pronounced it false, and added 
that Mr. Prentiss was “ too much of a 
gentleman to make such a blackguard re­ 
mark.” It was and is impossible for Foote 
to see the point of a joke, however con­ 
spicuous. He is literal and solemn to the 
core.

Tobaccos 
J ack Down's C ase. — The case against 
Jack Dowd, in which he was charged with 
having been accessory after the fact in the 
robbery of Dusenberry some time since, has 
several symptoms of approacLing its end. 
Although Jack has had considerable of a 
time trying to wrestle out from under the 
charge, he is still smiling and happy and ap­ 
parently in his natural atmosphere. He was 
first examined before Judge Henry aud held 
to answer. This he objected to and sued out 
a writ of habeas corpus, and was discharged 
by Judge Clark on the ground of insufficiency 
of evidence. He was at once rearresied 
upon the same charge on the ground of 
newly-obtained evidence. He immediately 
got a second hearing before Judge Clark on 
another writ of habeas corpus, but this time 
the Judge remanded him to an examination 
before J ustice Haines. Mr. Haines, however, 
refused to noil his ermine with the case, puta­ 
tively for want of jurisdiction, and he was 
then taken hack to the Police Court, but 
Judge Henry declined to hear the case again, 
as he had already sat on Dowd once, and hie 
mind as to the prisoner's gu*ilt was so strong­ 
ly made up as to render him an unprejudgirg 
magistrate. Mayor Turner was then applied 
to to appoint a Police Judge pro tern, to ex­ 
amine the case, and Justice Gilmer was so 
appointed. Dowd meantime was out on hail, 
and his bondsmen, fearing he would leave 
the city, delivered, him up a few days ago, 
and he was lodged in the city jail. When 
received in jail he was examined, and a bunko 
guide found in his pocket, which is expressly 
made for and used only iu the work of 
“ bunko steering,” “ roping in," " capping,” 
etc., at which he had been evidently busy 
while out on hail. One night he was observed 
by officer .1 aelyon with some innocent 
new arrival in his company, whom he was 
endeavoring for about three hours to get to 
some den where he might readily be relieved 
of any money or valuables he had about him. 
He was watched during the time by the offi­ 
cer, who afterwards had a conversation with 
the stranger, who said Dowd wanted him to 
go to his room ; but the man had no suspicion 
that Dowd was a bunko, hut that they had 
actually met some where East and Dowd had 
remembered him, as he claimed, hut the 
stranger could not remember Dowd. Other 
circumstances of Dowd’s having large sums 
of money under suspicious circumstances, 
while out on hail, are known to the police, hut 
he was caught In no direct additional crime. 
The last examination before Judge Gilmer 
resulted in his being held to answer in the 
sum of ?300, in default of which he has since 
been in jail. He will be arraigned in the 
Superior Court this morning, and it is 
thought will plead guilty, save time and re­ 
ceive sentence. He has a face and make-up 
admirably adapted to the confidence and 
bunko business, and a coolness over preferred 
charges which is extremely refreshing to wit­ 
ness. He would make a splendid hand to 
help finish off the Folsom Branch State 
Prison.

FAILURES. 
As has already been shown, there was in the 
Sacramento Grammar School a failure on the 
part of a majority of the first grade u[«n 
these questions, while in the Capital Gram­ 
mar School very nearly all of the first grade 
passed and had high credits on the foregoing 
questions. 
It has been popularly supposed that there 
is a degree of bad blood between the Prin­ 
cipal and Vice-Principal of the High School 
(to which the first grade of the Grammar 
Schools goes after graduation) and the Prin­ 
cipal of the Sacramento Grammar School, 
aud it is entirely natural that many people 
should connect this in Borne way with the 
failure of the class named. It is believed 
generally that Superintendent Landes has no 
great love for the chiefs of the High School 
faculty, while he is a relative of the Principal 
of the Sacramento Grammar School. 
It is also known that the Principal of the 
Sacramento Grammar School believes that 
the High School chiefs desire to crush him 
out, and to do so by depreciating the record of 
his class. 
It is also known that the High School fac­ 
ulty, in part at least, does not consider Mr. 
McDonald a competent teacher of mathe­ 
matics. 
The class to graduate out of the Grammar 
School into the High School is examined by 
the teachers of the High School. 
The foregoing paragraphs express facts 
which are the subject of common street talk, 
and of debate among citizens, and of disputes 
between educators. 
SOME INTERVIEWING. 
Superintendent Eamles, a few days ago 
being asked, gave this information: The 
Board of Education last year, by passage 
of a resolution, authorized a statement of 
the monthly examinations and marking of 
pupils’ records to he considered together 
with the annual examinations, in making up 
the final credit record of the pupils. The 
pupiis so understood it. 
lleeeutly that 
resolution was suspended. 
A _ petition 
came from many teachers asking the 
repeal, as they believed it not a proper 
method of judging, aud because of want of 
uniformity in the monthly markings. The 
Superintendent had endeavored to correct 
this want of uniformity by introducing a 
resolution that in the monthly markings the 
pupil shall be credited upon each study irre­ 
spective of the standing in other studies—in 
short, to make the record of each study 
stand on its own bottom. 
This 
was 
adopted 
by 
the Board 
of 
Educa­ 
tion. 
The Superintendent thinks that 
the suspension of the first resolution in some 
cases worked injury, and disgusted scholars, 
who lost heart, and that in some cases the 
low credits are to he attributed to that fact. 
Mr. McDonald taught arithmetic iu the first 
grade of the Sacramento Grammar School; 
Mr. Bier of the High School examined that 
grade. Why the class named failed, the 
Superintendent did not know. The questions 
were made by the Board of Examiners, and 
revised by the Board of Education at a secret 
meeting, of the proceedings of which he knew 
nothing. He thought some of the questions 
in arithmetic too hard, and pointed out the 
third, fifth and tenth. Pupiis ought to under­ 
stand the principles involved, but under the 
statements of those questions they were 
rather difficult of solution in the nervousness 
and excitement of an annual examination. 
The qnestions are more difficult than those 
used iu San Francisco. 
t 
THE OTHER SIDE. 
Professor Adams, Principal of the High 
School, said that the questions were made by 
the Board of Examiners, consisting of Miss 
Watson, Mr. Johnson (Principal of the Capi­ 
tal Grammar School), Miss Slater and him­ 
self (Adame). When the questions in arith­ 
metic were prepared Mr. Johnson and Miss 
Watson, first-grade teachers, were excluded 
from the Board, and had no knowledge of 
them. The Board made out in the test 
studies three full sets of questions. 
These 
three full sets—three in arithmetic and two 
each in grammarandspelling—were submitted 
to the Board of Education. Gut of the thirty 
questions that Board selected, in secret ses­ 
sion, ten for arithmetic, ar.d the proper num­ 
ber for the other studies. The Board of Ex­ 
aminers did not and could not know what 
had been selected 
On the questions so 
selected the examinations were had. 
There are no “ catch-questions ” in the ten 
used, uor were auy submitted. Why the 
Sacramento Grammar School first grade 
failed he did not know. He did not examine 
it. 
He had nothing to do with it 
in any way, and wanted that clearly 
understood. 
There had been much talk 
about him and the examinations, and about 
his enmity to the Sacramento Grammar 
School ana its Principal. It is all unjust, all 
cruelly unjust. Two years ago lie told the 
Board of Education that he wanted the ru­ 
mors and talk and the charges and intima­ 
tions about him and the schools investigated. 
If he was wrong, put him out; if Mr. Mc­ 
Donald was wrong, let him be put out; if 
both were wrong, fire both out. He had 
sought to bring the High School up to a good 
standard; he had no other ambition in the 
matter ; he had not sought to crush Mr. Mc­ 
Donald or lielittle his classes. He wanted 
all things just and fair, and no injustice done 
any pupil by passing him or her on wrong 
credits. He had only sought to have the 
pupils get 00 100 of credit. Had he claimed 
for full credits, 100, then it might be said he 
was too severe. The late classes from the 
Sacramento Grammar School had Dot come 
well prepared to the High School. This was 
notorious. He had to teach one class extra 
weeks to help it up. The present junior class 
had made the poorest showing in mathematics 
of auy yet sent up. It was prepared in the 
Sacramento Grammar School by Mr. McDon­ 
ald, and it shows by its work that it was illy 
prepared. He had no personal feeling against 
Prof. McDonald. He utterly disclaimed it. 
If he had it he would say so and make it 
openly known. ANOTHER SIDE. 
Prof. McDonald. Principal of the Sacra­ 
mento Grammar School, was surprised when 
first told that his class had largely failed— 
there must be some error, he thought. He 
had not expected all to pass. He was more 
surprised when told that the failure was 
| mainly iu arithmetic, and that iu other 
studies the pupils made good records. He 
! considered some of the questions too difficult. 
| too technical. He believed his class well 
grounded in the principles involved, and fully 
! competent to pass to the High School. It 
had not done itself justice. 
Director Hornblower being present, here 
remarked that the Board of Education re­ 
! ceived from the examiners thirty questions in 
arithmetic. The Board picked out tea aud 
j then rejected some of them and put in ques- 
1 tions of its own. 
Mr. McDonaldsaid that there are not many 
pupils who eater the High School who can 
work the fifth example, ana the sixth is also 
difficult. The first is worked and stated dif- 
i ferently. He made the plus aud minus sign3 
separate the quantities. 
The text-book so 
states it also. He understood that Mr. 
Brier held this to be incorrect. The ex-

SARAH'S GAP ¿ICE. 


THE STORY OF A FEARFUL CRIME IN 
FRANCE. 


The Freak of a Pretty Woman—Pere Dil­ 
lon’s Banishment—Some Fashion 
Notes from Paris. 


P aris, April 24, 1880. 
The exciting topic of the week has been 
the flight of Sarah Bernhardt from the 
Theatre Francais. She recently made her 
debut in a repriee of the “ Aventuriere ” by 
Emile Augier, and a dramatic critic per­ 
mitting himself to comment on her man­ 
ner of interpreting the role, which had 
been marvelously created by a Madame 
l’lessy, she sent a short note to Mr. Per­ 
rin, the director of the Theatre Francais, 
stating that she had been forced by him 
to play when Bhe was not prepared, that it 
was her tirst check in that theater and that 
it should be her last. She therefore begged 
him to accept her resignation, and added 
that when he should receive the note she 
would have left Paris. All the papers had 
been unanimous in praising her in this new 
role with the exception of one, but 
Mademoiselle .Sarah has arrived at that 
stage when she can no longer endure the 
slightest criticism, hence her decampment 
at a sign of the least discontent among 
her humble subjects. 
Her sudden 
disappearance cauBed much surprise to the 
director, who, it has been proved, could not 
possibly be the cause, however innocent, of 
her conduct. Thinking it merely a coup de 
tete of a spoiled, pretty woman, he deter­ 
mined on not mentioning the circumstance 
of the letter until he should be forced to 
do so, when he would call a meeting of the 
gocietaires, and so give the impulsive Sarah 
time t« repent, and, if desirous, time to re­ 
turn to her pedestal. It seems, however, 
that it was not a coup de tete on the part of 
the admired actress, but a coup de theatre 
which she had 
COOLLY PREPARED 
For her own benefit, for before Mr. Per­ 
rin had an opportunity of mentioning the 
letter, it appeared printed in all the 
different journals, to which 
Made­ 
moiselle Sarah had sent it. 
Before 
taking any steps in the matter, Mr. Perrin 
desired to consult Sarah Bernhardt about 
her resignation, but on sending to her 
bouse it was found closed and deserted. 
She had, in fact, left Paris. Her sudden 
departure left the company of the 
Theatre Francais in great embarrass­ 
ment, for the “ Aventuriere” was adver­ 
tised for the next evening, and no one 
else had learned the part; they were there­ 
fore obliged to change the programme with 
some considerable inconvenience. 
1 hat 
was not the only unpleasant circumstance 
counected with the affair. The company 
were under contract with the author of 
“ Aventuriere,” Emile Augier, to play his 
piece a certain number of nights, and in 
case of failure to do so, were obliged to 
pay him an indemnity. Mr. Perrin wrote 
a letter to Mr. Augier, stating the circum­ 
stances and asking him to decide upon the 
amount the company were indebted to 
him. Mr. Augier answered by a letter 
such as only he can write, filled with esprit 
and delicacy, and containing little pins 
darted at Mademoiselle Sarah Bern­ 
hardt which cannot fail to irritate her. 
He refused to accept any indemnity 
whatever and took upon himself all blame 
in the matter, if blame there existed. He 
said that one of the actors in the piece who 
was as new in it as Mademoiselle Sarah 
Bernhardt, had not had more repetitions 
than she, but had not missed one, and had 
met with marked success. He insisted 
himself on her playing at the appointed 
time, for he felt sure she was as prepared 
as she ever would be, and he maintain* 
that she played as well as she usually does, 
with the game faults and the same qualities 
wherein art has no part. He found her at 
the end of her representation in her dress­ 
ing-room radiant in the midst of a bevy of 
adorers, and she promised to play even 
better the next time. The next day the 
press took the liberty of making some ob­ 
servations, that which Mademoiselle Sarah 
does not like, hence an expression of her 
discontent, which'she considered very nat­ 
ural to vent on the director. Mr. Augier 
ends his letter by saying: 
“ LET FS BE INDULGENT 
Towards this freak of a pretty woman, 
who practices so many different arts with 
equal superiority, and let us keep our se­ 
verity for those artists who are less uni­ 
versal and more serious.” Mademoiselle 
Sarah Bernhardt has proved herself very 
indifferent in regard to her duty as socic- 
taire of the Theatre Francais, for it has 
since become known that instead of attend­ 
ing the rehearsals of the “ Aventuriere ” 
she was at that time rehearsing pieces she 
expects to play at London this summer. 
When at London last year in company 
with the rest of the members of the troupe, 
she failed on one occasion to make her 
appearance and play the principal part 
in a piece advertised for that evening. 
It seeni3 she was off on a picnic, and 
enjoying herself too much to return to the 
city. The company were obliged to return 
the money to the audience, which vexed 
them exceedingly. On some observations 
being made in regard to her conduct Sarah 
Bernhardt sent in her resignation, but Mr. 
Perrin refused to accept it and succeeded 
in appeasing her. It was then reported 
that she ha<t signed an engagement with a 
manager of a theater at New \ ork and 
that she was soon to depart for America. 
Her friends succeeded in dissuading her 
from her design by exclamations of the 
financial failure of llachcl’s visit to Amer­ 
ica, and Mr. Perrin having promised her a 
leave of absence of one year at the end of a 
year, she consented to return to Paris and 
endeavor to win back those admirers 
whom her conduct had estranged. All 
say that she was anxious to leave the Thea­ 
ter Francais and go elsewhere with the 
hope of making more money and so took 
this opportunity. But as she was to have 
her leave of absence almost immediately, 
why could she not wait ? It scetns that 
she sought to create a sensation by making 
herself the subject of conversation through- 
«ut Paris and thus render herself 
more valuable in the eyes of the 
New York mauagers. 
For she has 
learned that ltachel after all did bring 
a great deal of money from America, 
but that her parsimony caused her to re­ 
port her trip as a failure, so as not to pay 
the poor artists who accompanied her. If 
Sarah Bernhardt does go to America I 
think our theater going people 
w ill be m sappointkd. 
True she is a charming actress, for she 
lias a very plea-ing voico, which she her­ 
self with little modesty calls voir d’or. I 
have seen her in all her repertoire, and I 
have remarked that in those characters re­ 
quiring gentleness and tenderness she 
never fails to excite admiration, but the 
register of'her tones is very limited and 
the moment she expresses a force of 
passion and is obliged to raise her 
voice her lips emit words without 
sound, and the contortions produced 
by the effort are painful to behold. 
There is no character ia which she appears 
to such advantage as in Zaire of \ oltaire. 
Shed re she renders with a charm altogether 
personal. At the Theatre Francais she is 
surrounded by artists such as she will never 
meet in body anywhere in the world, aud 
much of her success she owes to the man­ 
ner in which she ha3 been supported. 
Aware that the Freneh classics can be ap­ 
preciated only by those who make a special 
study of them, and that tlieir unnatural 
language and want of action would render 
them tedious to those who are unacquainted 
with French, she proposes to play the dif­ 
ferent characters of Shakespeare translated 
in French, which will certainly l»e a mis­ 
take on her part, for those who will listen 
to her will be sure to make comparisons 
which cannot be to her advantage. As to 
Shakespeare, she has neither the patience 
to study him nor sufficient depth of feeling 
to comprehend him. Sarah Bernhardt 
IS NOT A FINISHED ACTRESS, 
For although she has very often very fine 
impulses, she displays no art, and does not 
study to perfect herself. Instead of dab­ 
bling in paints and plaster, she would do 
well to work to better develop her dra­ 
matic talents, for she is far behind the 
great tragediennes who have preceded her : 
but she carts nothing for compliments piid 
her as an actress, and values those only 
paid to her as a painter or sculptor, and is 


never so happy a3 when told she is a 
clever writer. It Í3 not the first time 
such strauge fancies have bsen discov­ 
ered in talented women, for (¡eorge 
Sand wa3 never so pleased as when her ad­ 
mirers praised the jellies she had made. 
After several meetings of the com­ 
pany of the Theatre Francais, and 
much 
deliberation 
on 
their 
part, 
they have decided not to accept the 
! resignation of Sarah Bernhardt but to bring 
' suit against her and claim as damages from 
100,000 to 150,000 francs. The impulsive 
actress says that if she loses she will sell 
her private hotel, her silver, etc., to pay 
it, but she intends to make a hard fight 
tirst. What is a hundred thousand fraucs 
with America before her and alf its dol­ 
lars ! She has engaged one of the first 
lawyers of Paris, and the company of the 
Theatre Francais have engaged another 
equally celebrated, so that there will be 
enough theatrical gossip to last some time, 
and there is enough money in prospective 
to keep the lawyers in a good liumor. 
A MOST FEARFUL CRIME 
Has been committed lately which has ex­ 
cited the indignation of all Paris. A poor 
woman, a Madam I)en, the mother of seven 
children, whose father is ill at the hospital, 
one day last week missed her fifth child, 
Louise, just four years of age. It had 
rained during the tntire time, aiul 
she 
knew 
the 
child 
could 
not 
have left tire house. After inquiring 
after her at the different apartments 
of the locaiaires, she knocked at the 
door of the apartment of the family Mones- 
clon, on the fifth story. Mr. Monesclon is 
employed in aministere,and his wife works 
in the tobacco factory. They have one 
child, a son of twenty years of age, who 
has always been a source of great trouble 
to them—an idle and worthless lad. When 
Madam Den penetrated into the apartment 
the young man, Louis Monesclon, was in 
bed and assured the mother that he had 
seen nothing of the little Louise. The next 
day the excitement caused by the disap­ 
pearance of th6 little girl decided the com- 
miseaire d> police on making an inquest. 
It was remarked that Louis Monesclon, 
who was in the habit of goiDg out of the 
house almost immediately after his 
parents had gone to their work, had 
not come down stairs at’10 o’clock. One 
of the women of the house went to his door 
to listen and heard a noise as though cut­ 
ting with the blade of a knife, and then 
perceived an odor of something burning. 
It was then the police decided on visiting 
the young man and on making inquiries. 
He received them with much coolucss, and 
said that the suspicious of those in the 
house were very unjust; that he had not 
seen the little girl, and that, besides, the 
apartment had already been visited. The 
agent cast a rapid glance around him, then 
raised the cover of the stove, in which there 
was a hot fire, aud found in the oven 
the head of the child reduced to three- 
fourths of its size. Before this discovery 
Louis started back. 
He was led to make 
a confession of the crime. It seems lie 
coaxed the child into the room by offering 
her a branch of lilac. He then strangled 
JlPr to death and hid her body between his 
two mattresses where it was when the 
mother had come to ask after her little 
ljouise. The next morning he waited 
until his parents had gone out to cut the 
body up. He had scattered the pieces in 
every direction — some were in bureau 
drawers,' the arms were in his overcoat. 
The body had been divided into thirty-six 
pieces. When they represented to him 
the horror of his misdeed he seemed to be 
unconscious of it. As soon as the truth 
became known a great crowd collected 
around the door, and the police had much 
trouble in preventing a mob from seizing 
the murderer. Much sympathy was ex­ 
pressed by the public for the bereaved 
mother, and all the journals opened a sub­ 
scription list for her benefit. 
A MOST SINGULAR CIRCUMSTANCE 
Occurred, and which would occur nowhere 
else but at Paris. At the moment a gen­ 
tleman brought a sum of money to Madam 
Den, a nicely dressed lady called and said 
she wished to undertake the expense of 
dressing the children in mourning. Whilst 
Madam Den showed the gentleman to the 
door, at the same time expressing her grat­ 
itude, the lady suddenly disappeared, and 
it was found that a portion of the money 
had disappeared at the same time. The 
Mayor of the arrondissement in which 
dwell the bereaved family took entire 
charge of the funeral arrangements and de­ 
frayed all expenses. There followed in the 
procession seventeen young girls from 12 
to 14 years of age dressed in black, with 
long white vails ; each carried a bouquet of 
flowers, but according to the request of the 
poor mother no lilac branches were to be seen. 
Thu pere Didon is a very eloquent Do­ 
minican. Daring the latter part of the 
winter all Paris flocked to hear him preach, 
particularly the fair sex, on whom the in­ 
spired words fell with a particular charm. 
He was instructed by his superior to 
preach against divorce, but he was so 
mild in his denunciation of that progress­ 
ive institution that the order was soon 
countermanded. He at last excited the 
apprehensions of the entire priesthood, for 
instead of doing as they did, pass his time 
in the pulpit denouncing the Bepublic and 
all republican principles, he rather en­ 
couraged his hearers to obedience of the 
laws of their country. Suddenly pere 
Didon disappeared. He had been called 
to Home, to undergo punishment, many 
said. They were not wrong, for he had 
but reached there when his trunk was 
packed for the savage aud dreary island of 
Corsica. He was not permitted to seethe 
Pope, whose conciliatory disposition might 
have saved him from 
A BANISHMENT 
So severe. As he said himself when ques­ 
tioned in regard to his departure: “ Ah, 
there is discipline among us. You are or- 
dsred to do a thing and you have only to 
obey ; when a colonel of a regiment must 
punish his inferior, there is nothing to do 
but submit. 1 believe that I could speak 
the language of the Bible ; I believe that I 
could prove the great harmony of the 
teachings of Christ and the aspirations of 
the people. I wished to conciliate faith 
with silence, draw together the faithful 
and the unfaithful under the same radiant 
light of the spirit of God. It seems it was 
a too delicate subject, which should not be 
touched, and as they do not wish me to 
forget it, they send me to Corsica to give 
me the time to engrave it in my memory.” 
Such passive obedience on the part of a 
man certainly far superior to those whom 
he is forced to obey cannot but surprise 
one. They say that a good Roman Catho­ 
lic cannot be a Republican and above all a 
priest, which would certainly be a slander 
on a large portion of the population of 
America to whom liberty forms a part of 
religion, and even Bishop Allemany him­ 
self, who is a Dominican, would be aston­ 
ished at the doctrine of those Europeans 
whose religion seems completely drowned 
in politics. Never before has

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HOME ADORNMENT AND DOMESTIC ECON­

The Use of Lemons. 
The lemon tree is a native of Asia, al­ 
though it is cultivated in Italy. Portugal, 
and in the south of France. In Europe, 
however, it seldom exceeds the dimensions 
of the smallest tree, while in its native 
state it grows to over sixty feet in hight. 
Every part of this tree is valuable in medi­ 
cine, though we rarely employ any of it 
but its fruit, that is the lemon itself. And 
every one knows how to employ this, as in 
lemonade : To squeeze the juice into cold 
water—this is the shortest way : or to cut 
it in slices and let it soak in cold water ; or 
to cut it in slices and then boil it. Either 
way is good. Lemonade ¡3 one of the best 
and safest drinks for any person, whether 
in health or not. It is suitable to all stom­ 
ach diseases, is excellent in sickness—in 
cases of jaundice, gravel, liver complaints, 
inflammation of the bowels, and fevers. 
It is a specific against worm aud 
skin complaints. The pippins, crushed 
may also be used with water and 
sugar, and taken as a drink. Lemon juice 
is the best anti-scorbutic remedy known. 
It not only cures this disease, but prevents 
it. Sailors make a daily use of it for this 
purpose, ljet every one rub their gums 
daily with lemon juice, to keep them in 
health. The hands and nails are also kept 
clean, white, soft and supple by the daily 
use of lemon instead of soap, it also pre­ 
vents chilblains. Lemon is used in inter­ 
mittent fevers, mixed with strong, hot, 
black coffee, without sugar. Neuralgia 
may be cured by rubbing the part affected 
with a cut lemon. It is valuable also to 
cure warts, and to destroy dandruff on the 
head by rubbing the roots of the hair with 
it. In fact, its uses are manifold, and the 
more we employ it externally and internally, 
the better we shall find ourselves. Natu­ 
ral remedies are the best, and Nature is the 
best doctor, if we would only listen to it. 
Decidedly rub your hands, head and gums 
with lemon, and drink lemonade in pref­ 
erence to all other liquids. This is an old 
doctor^ advice.—[Exchange. 
Homes—Semi-Hospitals. 
Too much cannot be written or printed 
to impress the conviction upon the minds 
of owners and tenants of houses that the 
preservation of their own and their chil­ 
dren’s health depends largely upon the 
manner of the construction and the appoint­ 
ments of their dwelling-places. There is 
no speculation in the statement that thou­ 
sands of cases of sickness occur from de­ 
fects in these connections. It is a well as­ 
sured fact that if every building was sub­ 
jected to an examination by a board of 
competent medical and scientific gentlemen, 
who would enter into the work and furnish a 
full statement of the sanitary conditions, 
as discovered by them, a very large num­ 
ber of buildings would be pronounced un­ 
healthful, and many of them as mere dis­ 
ease-breeding habitations. Scores of fam­ 
ilies occupy places of residence which are 
good in appearanse, convenient in arrange­ 
ment, and free from visibly bad surround­ 
ings ; but, “ somehow or other,” some one 
or more of the members are always com­ 
plaining, and the doctor’s services nearly 
constantly in demand. Sometimes people 
remove from certain localities and de­ 
nounce them as unhealtliful, while in fact 
the conclusion reached may be entirely 
erroneous. It matters not how elevated 
and splendidly located a building may be, 
if the building itself is not properly con­ 
structed and its appointments of sewer, 
pipe and plumbing work perfect, healthful­ 
ness is out of the question. 


Useful Information. 
To Nebí- H a ir in C u rl.—I have no 
practical knowledge of this recipe, nature 
having curled my hair for me, but ladies 
who have tried it recommend it. Take a 
few quince seeds, boil them in water, and 
add perfumery if you like ; wet the hair 
with this, and it will keep in curl some 
time. The seed can be bought at a drug 
store for a few cents an ounce, Gentlemen 
who wear out their patience trying to 
curl their whiskers and mustaches, will 
please cut this recipe out and paste it on 
their mirrors.

To Rem ove O ld P a in t.—A writer to the 
English Mechanic says : “ The cheapest and 
best solution that I know of I accidentally 
discovered, and it may be worth while to 
tell how, though very likely some may 
know of it. In trying experiments for 
press-copying some old letters, among oth­ 
ers I used successfully a solution of one 
tablespoonful of vinegar and one ounce of 
washing soda to a half pint of water. A 
little of this was spilled on the painted 
window sill, and in wiping it up the paint 
came entirely off, leaving the bare board 
quite clean. Try it; a gallon will not cost 
fifty cents. 
To B oil a H am .—Scrape well, and un­ 
less fresh enough, soak it for four hours, 
then wrap in a coarse towel and place it in 
a kettle of cold water. Add a handful of 
clean timothy hay, a carrot, two celery 
roots, two medium-sized onions, two bay 
leaves, six cloves and a little parsley and 
thyme. If the kettle is of porcelain or 
granite, or even a bright tin one, put in a 
teacup of good cider vinegar, but do not 
use vinegar in an iron kettle. Bring the 
water to a boil and do not let it stop for 
three or four hours, according to the size of 
the ham. Leave it in the water until a 
little cool, then skin, trim and sift a thin 
layer of finely rolled crackers over it. Bake 
for two hours in a moderate oven. A poor 
ham cooked in this way Í3 made passable, 
and a good one is rendered four-fold better 
than by simple boiling. 
C are o f th e E ves.—The care of the 
eyes is urged by Arthur Chevalier in a new 
French work. The use of the eyes, he 
says, should be regulated by their strength, 
and they should never be overtaxed. A 
habit of resting them during work is re­ 
commended. Thus, in reading or writing, 
8top from time to time, and allow the eyes 
to wander over surrounding objects. To 
persist in working after symptoms of fa­ 
tigue appear is foolish. As soon as the 
eyes begin to itch, or grow red, or any pain 
is felt in the eyeballs, work should he dis­ 
continued and cold water applied. Do not 
pass suddenly from darkness into a bright 
light. All artificial lights are injurious. 
The author adds: “ If a person cannot 
tear himself away from close work he can 
at least vary his occupation. Let him close 
his eyes from time to time, and take a turn 
around his room; or, what is better, take 
a walk in the fresh air ; this, even if it be 
but for a few minutes only, will do him a 
great deal of good.” 


Receipts. 
F ro sted F ru it.—Select perfect fruit of 
any small variety, such as plums, cherries, 
grapes or small pears, leaving the stems on ; 
dip them one by one in a beaten white of 
an egg or in solution of gum arabic, and 
from that into a cup of finely pulverized 
sugar ; cover the bottom of the pan with a 
sheet of fine white paper, place the fruit in 
it, and set it in a stove or oven that is cool­ 
ing. IVlien the frosting on the fruit be­ 
comes firm, heap them on a dish and set it 
in a cool place. 
P ressed C ake.—One and a half cups of 
sugar, one-half cup of butter, one-half 
cup of sweet milk, three eggs, two tea­ 
spoonfuls of cream tartar, one teaspoonful 
soda and two cups of flour. To one-third 
of this mixture add one cupful of chopped 
raisins, one teaspoonful of clove and one 
of nutmeg. Make two cakes white, with 
one of brown between. Put together with 
frosting. 
N aples B iscu it.—The yolks of 12 eggs, 
a full half-pound of flour, and half a cup 
of milk, one teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Beat the yolks very lightly, add the sugar 
to the yelks, then add the milk ; add the 
baking powder to the flour ; sift the flour 
into the batter very gently, add flavor. 
Bake in biscuit pan. 
P a s try .—Three cups of sifted flour, 
lnmp of lard size laree as fist, and little 
salt, worked well with a knife; cud of 
c<dd water; when well mixed, roll out,flour, 
spread with a mixture of lard and butter, 
sprinkle with flour, double over and repeat 
two or three times, and yon will have a 
nice flaky crust. Divide the pastry for 
upper and lower crust before spreading. 
J e lly C ake.—Oneand a half cups sugar, 
one-half cup of butter, half cap sweet 
milk, two aiul a half cups flour, three eggs, 
whites and yolks beatea separately, and 


add two teaspoons baking powder. The 
Jelly—One cup of sugar, one egg, grate 
the rind and use the juice of one lemon, 
one tablespoouful of water, one t’easpoonful 
of flour, put your dish in a kettle of boil­ 
ing water, and let it come to a boil; have 
your cake ready and put it together. 
Holiday P udding.—Take two large 
lemons and grate off the peel of both. Use 
only the juice of one, unless you like quite 
a tart flavor. Add to the lemon half a 
pound of fine white sugar, the yolks of 
twelve and the whites of eight eggs well 
beaten ; melt half a pound of butter in 
four or five tablespoons of cream. Stir all 
together, and set the mixture over the tire, 
stirring it until it begins to be pretty 
thick. Take it off, aud when cold fill 
your dish a little more than half full, hav­ 
ing previously lined its bottom with fine 
puff paste. Bake carefully. 
I nky Pinky.—Slice down some boiled 
carrots, likewise the cold meat, adding a 
small onion or two, aud pepper and salt to 
! taste. Simmer all these m a gravy made 
from the bones ami trimmings of the beef, 
thicken with a little Hour, aud serve with 
a border of nicely-mashed potatoes. The 
carrots should be put on in advance of the 
beef, which only requires to be thoroughly 
heated. Season with catsup if liked. 
Ham on T oast.—An elegant and appe­ 
tizing lunch or supper disli is made as fol­ 
lows : Chup very line some baked or boiled 
ham, and to a large teaspoonful of it add 
an egg well beaten up, a small bit of butter 
and a little cream, llave ready some 
neatly cut pieces of bread, about the size 
of a dollar piece, but a little thicker, fried 
in good butter: spread the mixture on 
these, and serve them on a napkin. 
D rop B iscuits.—Warm your pan, then 
put in ope pound of powdered loaf sugar 
ar.d eight eggs ; beat it with a whisk till 
it becomes lukewarm, then beat it till it is 
cold ; stir in a pound aud two ounces of 
fine sifted flour, with about half an ounce 
of carraway seeds ; have a bladder and pipe 
to put your batter in : then drop it on 
wafer paper about the size of a nutmeg ; 
sift sugar over them, and bake them in a 
quick oven.__________________ 


RELIGIOUS NOTES. 
A correspondent of the Church mail ob­ 
jects to— 
If I should die before I wake, 
I pray thee. Lord, my bouI to take, 
And wants it changed thus : 
If I should die and not awake. 
The Christian at Work says : “ Boston 
fully appreciates Dr. Duryea, and his min­ 
istry there is already proving eminently 
successful. Never before have such con­ 
gregations crowded the Central Church on 
the Sabbath, or the pews and sittings been 
in such demand. At the recent sale of 
pews the tirst choice was sold for $3,500 ; 
six others brought $2,000 each, and three 
$1,800 each, and the premiums ranged from 
$350 to $5. For breadth of spirit, Christian 
courtesy and chanty, commanding elo­ 
quence, wide scholarship and thorough 
biblical knowledge, Dr. Duryea will find 
few •peers wherever he goes.” 
The Christian Intelligencer believes that 
the soul of Pope Pius IX. is still in purga­ 
tory, because a requiem mass for the repose 
of the soul of Pius IX. was celebrated on 
Sunday morning, February 8th, in the Six- 
tine Chapel at Rome. The Pope entered, 
attended by the whole pontifical body and 
his Swiss and Noble Guards ; and all the 
members of the Sacred College, the Patri­ 
archs, Archbishops aud Bishops now in 
Rome, with the whole of the diplomatic 
body accredited to the Holy See, were 
present, as well as many of the Romap no­ 
bility, and such strangers a a were fortu­ 
nate enough to obtain tickets of admission. 
The Anglican Bishop of Manchester, at a 
recent ordination service, spoke very 
plainly on the subject of ritualism. In 
Paul’s time, be said, men were content to 
be experts in godliness, rather than in con­ 
troversy ; to be religious, rather than the­ 
ological. He confessed that it was impos­ 
sible for him to become interested in many 
questions which were agitating the church. 
It made no differerce to him, strange to 
say, what the color or shape of a vestment 
was, whether the bread administered in 
communion was leavened or unleavened, 
whether the wine in the chalice was mixed 
or unmixed. None of these things seemed 
to him to concern the weighter matters of 
the Gospel. 
The Independent says, concerning a re­ 
vised creed for Congregational churches : 
“ So far as we have noticed, the purpose of 
the agitators for the new creed has been to 
exclude from fellowship certain persons 
who regard themselves a3 evangelical, but 
whose belief in the nature Of the atone­ 
ment and in the condition of souls in the 
next world is not regarded as satisfactory. 
These agitators for a new creed are very 
sensitive, because some Presbyterians per­ 
haps taunt them with the charge of a preva­ 
lence of heresy among Congregationalists, 
and they are anxious to repel the charge. 
It is not to make Congregationalism seem 
more reasonable to skeptics, but to make 
it seem more orthodox to Presbyterians, 
that they desire to have a creed formu­ 
lated which shall authoritatively repre­ 
sent the belief of their churches.” 
The Observer says : The proceeds of 
Robert Ingersoll’s lecture on Paine ($1,­ 
500) arc to be applied to the erection 
of a monument to the memory of the 
author of the “Age of Reason.” We sub­ 
mit the following as a just and appropriate 
epitaph: “ To the memory of the man of 
whom John Adams, President of the 
United States, recorded this opinion : 
‘Worthless,’ ‘unprincipled,’ ‘profligate,’ 
‘blackguard Paine ;’ the man who wrote a 
letter to George Washington, aud thus ad­ 
dressed the Father of his Country : 
‘Treacherous in private friendship and a 
hypocrite in public life, the world will be 
puzzled to decide whether you are an apos­ 
tate or an impostor.’ Tnis cenotaph is 
erected to Thomas Paine by the munificent 
liberality of his friend aiul admirer, Col­ 
onel Robert Ingersoll.” 
To the Sunday-school of the Church of 
the Pilgrims, Brooklyn, the Rev. W. P. 
Paxson, the Superintendent of the South­ 
western Department of the American 
jSunday-school Union, sends this summary 
report of his individual work for the year 
ending February 20th : Seventeen new 
schools organized, with 101 teachers and 
745 scholars ; 40 schools visited and aided, 
having 473 teachers and 4,115 scholars; 
publications distributed by grant and sale 
to the value of $513 53 ; Bibles and Testa­ 
ments distributed, 284 ; miles traveled, 
16,850 ; sermons and addresses delivered, 
137. This work was dene beside his su­ 
perintendence of the missionaries in his 
great field. The following is a summary 
of work of his department: Two hundred 
and twenty-nine new schools organized, 
with 1,020 teachers and 9,914 scholars ;

ANOTHER LETTER FROM THE TOMBSTONE 
DISTRICT. 


Some Account of the New Camp—Its Sur­ 
roundings and Its People. 


Encouraging trade indications—The 
writing-masters are doing a flourishing 
business. 


Tom bstone (A. T.), May 17, 1880. 
Whenever a new and a good mining 
camp is discovered—so goes the experience 
on the Pacific coast—before the mines can 
be well proven, a town or city will grow 
up near by to draw its support therefrom. 
All are not miners, mine operators or mine 
speculators, who rush to new camps upon 
the first news of rich ores being found. 
With a new mining camp invariably conies 
a new town, and in our case the town is 
overshadowing the camp. Tombstone has 
already become the great objective point 
of the large majority who are traveling 
toward this Territory. Of course, the town 
grows rapidly. It is but one short year 
ago since Tucson, an old Mexican pueblo, 
was the only known place in all this land. 
But now that passengers and freight for 
both Tombstone and Patagonia arc landed 
at Pantano, and soon will be at Benson, a 
new town to be built on the ¡San Pedro 
river where the Southern Pacific Railroad 
crosses, the word Tucson drops off and 
Tombstone becomes the substitute in every 
passenger’s mouth. Tombstone has now 
more two-story buildings than Tucson, and 
many more are being erected. Town-build­ 
ing is being carried on with a rush, a boom. 
On every lot some one is putting up some 
kind of a structure in anticipation of 
the value it will obtain when this be­ 
comes the great city’. Hopes and ex­ 
pectations arc high, and there is no lack 
of confidence in the ultimate result. 
The population of Tombstone may now 
be put down at 2,000, and is very rapidly 
increasing, and beyond a doubt will within 
the space of a few months have more white 
residents than any place in Arizona. Be­ 
sides the residents—the people actually 
living here—there are hundreds who daily 
find a temporary sojourning place within 
the city limits fo*lengths of time rangii g 
from two days to two weeks. Of this 
class is the prospector, who comes in from 
his tour, camps at the town, has his “ jam­ 
boree,” lays in his supplies, and is then off 
tor the mountains again. Every night in 
the week a crowd of men can be seen 
upon our streets, at the hotels, and gam­ 
bling houses, that forcibly remind one of 
the flush times of ’49 to ’53 in the gold 
camps of early California. All the con­ 
comitants of a rushing camp are now to 
be found in this place, save only the rows, 
the fights and homicides. The heavy out­ 
fitting stores, the long file of men at the 
1’ostoflice when mails arrive, the crowd of 
men that throng the large gambling 
houses, the number and variety of frail 
humanity, male and female, all to be daily 
and nightly seen, carrying one’s thoughts 
back to other days, to other camps in other 
places. Speaking of the exceptions of 
homicides, we must claim much credit for 
our peaceable, orderly town, where the 
Police Court is unknown, and the Justice 
of the Peace is about as much interviewed 
as in sober New England or the rural 
Western States. 
Our merchants already can sum up their 
trade to a million. All branches of busi­ 
ness is fully represented, from a couple of 
wholesale jobbing-houses in all lines of 
goods, down to nearly a dozen Chinese 
wash-houses. Two daily lines of six-horse 
coaches run to the end of the railroad, be­ 
sides a two-horse hack line, and lines of 
stages to Charleston, Patagonia and other 
places. Schools and churches are now be­ 
ing looked after, and a theater is talked of. 
The Nugget will issue its daily next week, 
which, with the Epitaph, will give us one 
daily and two weekly newspapers. Our 
hotels, now nearly completed, will be the 
most commodious and best famished in the 
Territory. All these things have been ac­ 
complished in less than one year! What 
will the future be ? Faith in the mines has 
done all this, and the beginning is but now. 
The great country for a hundred miles in 
each direction lies before us ; an almost 
unexplored country, now being penetrated 
by the ubiquitous prospector, whose pick, 
shovel, hammer and drill, aided by that 
wonderful agent dynamite, will soon add 
untold millions to the already wonderful 
wealth of Arizona. Was not this dyna­ 
mite the article meant, but once called 
faith, by the use of which it was said, a 
long time ago, that mountains could be 
moved ? If there were mines beneath, the 
miner with his dynamite would move the 
mountain to get at tnom. A new feature, 
of great importance in this country, is the 
new 
TOWN OF BENSON, 
The location of which has been selected on 
the western side of the San Pedro river, at 
the point where the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road will cross. The site is on a mesa or 
plateau of land, a beautiful location, giving 
a fine view up and down the river. From 
this point uo_ less than three branch rail­ 
roads are already projected to Tombstone, 
while one has Mexico for au objective 
point, and the main line of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad will pass about twenty 
miles to the north of us. On one of these 
branch roads the grading has already com­ 
menced, and the other two have corps of 
engineers in the field. The one that pro­ 
poses to strike into Old Mexico has a 
charter to the boundary line, and is now 
negotiating with the Mexican authorities 
for a like franchise to carry the road on to 
Guay mas, Mazatlan, or some other object­ 
ive point. If the sister Republic should be 
like Barkis, possessed of a willing disposi­ 
tion, we may expect soon to see a railroad 
extended up the San Pedro into that be­ 
nighted land, where no progress lias been 
made in agriculture or commerce, save only 
by throwing aside shekels and cubits, and 
selling their whisky by the pound and their 
meat by the yard. From my own observa­ 
tions, having traveled over much of North­ 
ern Sonora, 1 think that this route is the 
most feasible for a railroad of any that has 
b-en suggested. It passes up the San Pe­ 
dro to its head, all the way on wide bottom 
lands, thence down the Sonora river, with 
light grades, and through a rich mineral and 
agricultural country, to such point on the 
seaboard, or elsewhere, as they may wish 
to obtain. I aifl of the opinion that when­ 
ever a railroad is extended into Sonora from 
any point on the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
the route will be the one I have pointed 
out. But to return to Benson. It is not 
only given a “ good send-off” as a 
ra ilro a d ce n ter, 
But from its central and favorable position, 
by a limited expenditure in repairing 
wagon roads, it can control the trade of 
the Globe country, and all of Apache 
county, and with proper efforts on the 
part of business men, can take from 
Tucson the trade and business of Pata­ 
gonia, and of that great mining country, 
and of the Huachucos, San Jose aud Mule 
Pass country, with a control of the Sonora 
trade ; while the Dragoons, Yellowstone, 
Galineo, and all the camps and country as 
far to the northeast aa Aravaypa and 
Pueblo Viejo valley will become directly 
tributary to it. Of course a combination 
of all these advantages will make it con­ 
siderable of a town, and at once afford 
plenty of business to the town-builders. 
These town-builders are an enterprising 
race peculiar to tlie West, and are always 
happy and prosperous so long as there re­ 
main towns to build. Their “ winter of 
discontent ” sets in as soon as the towns 
they have built are completed, and ready 
to be fenced in. I am credibly informed 
that as soon as Benson is platted, and the 
auction day for the sale of lots is passed, a 
number of the heaviest merchants and 
business men of Tucson will erect com­ 
modious business houses and open large 
stock of goods at the new townv If this 
be so it will seriously damage Tucson, 
calm down the wild furor of Tombstone, 
and give us three chief cities in southeast­ 
ern Arizona, viz : the ancient and honor­ 
able pngblo, the argentiferous cemetery, 
and the railroad center. So much for 
towns. Now let us return to a more in­ 
teresting subject, cne that gives more 
money to the country, viz : the mines. 
Since my last letter there has, in no in­ 
stance, either in Tombstone proper or the 
surrounding country, been a decline in any 
property, but on the contrary, wherever 
work is being done, on mines or prospects, 
the showing of vein ore aud values have 
steadily increased. In 
th e surroundings 
Of this camp are some matters of too 


much importance to be omitted. About 
two miles east of here, in the foothills of the 
Dragoons, are some quartz veins that were 
discovered about three months ago. Work 
has been pushed on several of these quartz 
veins until at the depth of forty feet veins 
of sizes varying from two and a half to six 
feet in width, that are full of free gold, 
have been laid bare, and the ore across the 
veins have sampled as high as $132 per ton 
in gold, with a little silver. Many speci­ 
mens from gold mines of Arizona have 
given assays in gold into the thousands 
at all depths. Before closing this letter 
I must add a word or two about the men 
who are buying mines in Arizona. They 
are Eastern men, most of them from New 
England and Pennsylvania. California is 
buying but little. Eastern people have 
shown 
superior 
judgment, 
business 
tact and shrewdness in their operations, 
while the “ self-risers ” have wasted their 
chances in plotting stock-jobbing opera­ 
tions. The Eastern capitalist came and 
paid his grand cash, and secured rare 
prizes. The “ self-riser” stands looking 
on with one eye, while watching the Com­ 
stock quotations with the other. They do 
too much of tlieir mining on Montgomery 
and California streets. New England is 
entitled to the credit of making this 
country. The Eastern people hare secured 
nearly all the grand prizes in this camp. 
The Oil City men are now the Richmonds 
in the field and buying everything that 
shows value, while the California capital­ 
ist comes with his little game to take a 
deed of the mine, stock it, give the owner 
a part of the stock for his purchase money, 
then go East and sell the rest. The miners 
and mine-owners are “ dropping ” on this, 
and hence a real California millionaire is 
overlooked, while the Oil City gent receives 
all the attention.

A Letter from Two Sacramento Men Who 
Tried to Get There. 
G. E. Bates and H. B. Ulman, who say 
they are from Elk Grove, in this county, 
write from Fort Hope, British Columbia, 
to the R ecord-U nion the following letter. 
Mr. Bates, in a private note, says the in­ 
formation he gives concerning the mines 
he lias from authority which he believes to 
be reliable : 
F o rt H ope (B. C.), May 6, 1880. 
Leaving Fort Hope for Skagit, on the 
ISth of April, wo started to sleigh to the 
mines, but the snow had commenced to 
break up and tbe trail was rough. Two 
weeks found us about thirty miles from 
Hope, having abandoned our sleighs about 
five miles before, and commenced to pack. 
This soon told on us, and we concluded to 
raft down the Skagit. We built a raft 
May 3d, the 4th we launched it at 9 a. m., 
and were soon sailing at the rate of about 
twelve miles an hour. We struck a jam 
in the river, and our raft (wrhich was 25 
feet long and 10 feet wide) was upset as if 
it had been a feather in the wind, and one 
of us (H. B. Ulman) was caught beneath 
it, and was being carried under the raft, 
when the other (G. E. Bates), seeing 
his danger, let everything go, and 
called for help from others. 
The 
raft was slowly but surely going be­ 
neath the jam just as F. Chadwick of San 
Jose returned to where we two were in our 
perilous situation, and by his help we were 
saved, but without food of any kind and 17 
miles from the nearest place of habitation. 
Now 17 miles might seem short over some 
of our California roads iu the valleys, but 
it was 28 hours of the hardest traveling 
we have ever traveled, and over most of the 
trail we were without a guide of any kind, 
as the snow had melted since we had 
passed over, leaving the crust without 
marks. At 10 the next day we arrived at 
Lake House with one bundle of blankets 
we had saved from the wreck. Here we 
partook of refreshments and rested three 
hours and started back for Fort Hope, 
a distance of 14 miles, over a road 
that was covered with brush and trash. 
The rain and snow which fell all day, added 
to the beauty (?) of the road, enabled 
us to arrive at Hope almost on a run. Dry 
clothes were procured, aud we were as 
happy as sheep in a clover field. Skagit 
river has it head waters about twelve miles 
from Fort Hope. The river one must trail 
to the mines a distance of about sixty 
miles (to Ruby creek). Lightning creek is 
ten miles above Ruby, and Devil creek is 
between the two. The trail is now almost 
impassable, as the snow is melting and the 
streams are all high. There will be but 
little show to get to the mines before 
July. The mines, so far as I can learn, 
arc fine. Mr. Robinson, the discoverer of 
them, is here now, and he says it will be 
fully August before they eau be worked. 
The gold is line on top and coarser as you 
go down, but as soon as you break through 
the surface the water runs through upon 
you and makes it almost impossible to 
mine. Three men came in to-day who say 
they have done well all winter there, and 
until the snow commenced to melt anti run 
them out. While the snow remained firm 
the water was low. Indians will com­ 
mence to pack over this trail as soon as it 
is opened at 51 cents per pound from here to 
the mines. The route via Seattle we know 
but little of, and wish to know less, as 
you sail on steamer up to canoe travel, and 
then by canoes to the packing trail, which 
is 18 miles up a mountain side. About 
April 24th a party of twelve men started 
down Skagit river in a canoe from the 
mines. Six of the party were splendid 
swimmers and six couid not swim. The 
boat was manned by a white man of con­ 
siderable experience ; but experience did 
not save them, as the canoe was capsized 
and the six good swimmers struck bravely 
for shore aud were not seen again, while 
the six that could not swim clung to the 
canoe and were fortunately saved. This 
narrative we have from one of the party by 
the name of Thompson, who is now at New 
Westminster. He feels very sore over the 
loss of his comrades. 
Fort Hope is situated on the Frazer 
river, about 175 miles from Victoria.

HOT Y/EATHER DRINK. 


T om rstone.—- An old Eastern Nevadan 
recently removed to Arizona, thus writes 
to the Silver Reef Miner in regard to 
Tombstone : 
This camp is a Virginia City in embryo, 
and reminds one forcibly of early days on 
the Comstock. All is life and bustle, the 
saloons being crowded nightly by drinkers 
and players, who gamble away or gulp 
down their cash to the dulcet strains of 
banjo, harp and violin. Twenty-five cents 
is all it costs to “ smile.” Many large and 
costly buildings are in course of erection to 
be occupied as hotels, banks, stores, sa­ 
loons, eto. We have an incorporated vil­ 
lage, supplied with a full set of officers. 
Tho town is run on the high pressure prin­ 
ciple, and in point of business and solid 
wortli ranks second in the Territory. 
Games of all descriptions are running in 
full blast night and day, mostly confined 
to two or three houses, which do a land- 
office business. Land jumping has com­ 
menced and trouble may result. This is 
the quietest mining camp I ever saw, but I 
think it cannot last long, as the near ap­ 
proach of the railroad will fill the country 
with all classes of the rougher types «4 hu­ 
manity. We are situated thirty miles from 
the Sonora line, and about forty miles 
southeast of the Southern I’acifie Railroad 
at the crossing of the San Pedro. A branch 
railroad will be built almost immediately 
from the Southern Pacific Railroad to 
Tombstone via Contention and Charleston, 
and a telegraph line to tap the railroad is 
contemplated. Two stage3 ply daily be­ 
tween here and the end of the track, car­ 
rying full loads. We are away up here— 
something os'er 4.000 feet above the sea- 
level—and in range of the gulf breezes, 
which visit lb daily. F'our dollars' a day is 
the rate of miners’ wages, and there is ¡ 
plenty of work. The country ¡3 full of 
“ tenderfeet,” professing to be miners, who j 
work about one shift aud then get let out. 
It is, perhaps, natural to conclude that 
Father Time is married, not because bo is 
called father, but because he is so ofttn 
taken by the forelock. 


During hot weather, aiul while engaged 
in harvest operations, a good deal of liquid 
is necessarily imbibed, for the pores arc 
open and perspiration flows out. '1 he 
question is, what is the best to drink ? 
“ On board steamers the firemen employed 
about the furnaces are sometimes greatly 
exhausted by licat. Their profuse perspi­ 
ration renders a large quantity of water 
necessary to supply the waste. The inges­ 
tion of clear water under the circumstances 
appears to answer very imperfectly the 
wants of the system. It seems to pass 
through the circulation to the skin, perco­ 
lates as through a sieve and flows over the 
surface of the body in streams. A large 
drink of cold, or even cool water, under 
these circumstances, on an empty stomach, 
is very dangerous, and liable to produce 
death with almost the suddenness of an 
electric shock. Great practical advantage 
has been obtained by mixing farinaceous 
substances, particularly oatmeal, with the 
water to be used by the men employed at 
this kind of labor. The oatmeal is mixed 
in proportions of three or four ounces to a 
gallon of water, and used according to in­ 
clination by the firemen and coal-heavers. 
It might be difficult to determine why oat­ 
meal for this purpose should be better than 
commeal, or buckwheat, or rye, wheat, 
millet, etc., but the tiremen themselves 
seem to think it lias the effect of making 
them as strong as horses. We may safely 
allow something for this sort of prejudice* 
which we know to be very portent among 
the influences on health and disease. The 
peculiar aroina of the oats is probably as­ 
sociated with a pleasant degree of stimula­ 
tion of the alimentary mucous surface iu 
such a way as to promote its complete di­ 
gestion. it seems to fill the blood-vessels 
without increasing tbe amount of cutane­ 
ous exhalations. The men occasionally try 
acid, saccharine or alcoholic drinks as sub­ 
stitutes for the oats, but always with un­ 
satisfactory results, except that they find 
molasses and water better than clear water, 
and they who are disposed to insist on the 
excellence of rum and whisky under all cir­ 
cumstances petition for these, and experi­ 
ence after each ingestion a momentary re­ 
lief, followed by additional profuseness of 
perspiration and exhaustion.” 
A few days since a well-dressed stranger

T h e E sta te o f M a rk Ilo p liln » . 
S an F rancisco, May 28th.—'L’he petition 
of Samuel F. Hopkins of St. Clair county, 
Michigan, for the removal of Mary F. Hop- 
kius, widow and administratrix of the late 
Mark Hopkins, was filed yesterday. 
The 
grounds claimed are : That she failed to file 
an inventory and appraisement and an 
account in the statutory time, and also that 
she failed to collect the sum of $9,500,000 due 
the estate from the Western Development 
Company, and now, with accumulated inter­ 
est, amounting to nearly 811,000,000. 
The 
petitioner further sets out that all the in­ 
debted persons at the time of the intestate’s 
death were perfectly solvent, and, according 
to petitioner’s information and belief, are 
still so ; hut the petitioner has reason to fear 
that unless said indebtedness is collected 
within a reasonable time, the estate will sus­ 
tain heavy losses by reason of the neglect and 
delay. 
That, according to petitioner’s in­ 
formation and belief, no effort has been made 
by the administratrix to collect any part of 
said indebtedness, or in any manner enforce 
the pay ment ot the same, the indebtedness 
being due from corporations of which ad­ 
ministratrix is a large stockholder, and the 
future prosperity of which persons and cor- 
jtorations materially affects her own interests. 
That administratrix failed to file an exhibit 
in the Probate Court, November, 1853, show­ 
ing the money received by her, and the claims 
presented against the estate, ami the condi­ 
tion of the estate. The petition further sets 
out that the estate is entitled to one-fourth 
of 83,333 additional shares of Central Pacific 
Railroad stock, issued January 16, 18S0, or 
to the proceeds, if the stock has been sold. 
The petition asks that this stock, and other 
bonds and stocks, be added to the inventory. 
It is alleged that a large portion of the bonds 
and stocks have been divided between the 
heirs, according to their respective interests, 
but that there yet remains about $1,000,000, 
besides certain stocks and tHinds, undivided. 
The petitioner, as one of the heirs, prays for 
the revocation of the letters of administra­ 
tion, and the removal of the administratrix, 
and such other relief as may be proper. The 
usual citation has been issued to the admin­ 
istratrix, to show cause Wednesday, June 2d. 


T rib u te o f R esp ect to th e M em ory o f 1’a u l 
M o rrill. 
S an F rancisco, May 28th.—At a m eeting 
held at the Custom-house to-day, Collector 
Shannon presiding, a Beries of resolutions 
were introduced by Naval Officer Waite and 
unanimously adopted. 
In presenting the fol­ 
lowing resolutions Mr. W aite paid an excel­ 
lent tribute to the memory of deceased : 


W h e r e a s , By a fiat that countless m illio n s have 
obeyed, and to which in the course of nature all 
must bow, another, and a beloved one, has passed 
11 that bourne from w h ic h no traveler returns,’’ and 
deeming it fitting and in accordance with custom 
that a just tribute should be paid to the worth of 
our late official brother and friend, we, the officers 
and attaches of the Custom-house for the district 
and port of San Francisco, assembled to give testi­ 
mony of our respect for the Hon. Paul Morrill, late 
Sorveyor of the Port, and to express our sorrow for 
his loss do resolve: 
That in the death of Paul Morrill the customs 
service has lost one of its most honest, conscien­ 
tious and gentlemanly otfioers. 
That the State of California mourns one of its 
earliest, most prominent, useful and patriotic dti- 
xens. 
That with him dies the last of that trio who made 
the Sacramento Union the most powerful newspa­ 
per for good ever published on the Pacific coast, and 
their own names historic. 
That a host of friends will miss a warm-hearted, 
amiable, 
open-handed, generous, 
sympathizing 
spirit whom none can replace. 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be ten­ 
dered to the family of the deceased, also trans­ 
mitted to the Hon. Secretary- of the Treasury and 
preserved among the records of this Custom-house, 
and that we attend the funeral in a body. 
Appropriate remarks were also made. 


K e n r n c j’» R elease — R e jo ic in g O v er Ih e 
E v e n t. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , May 28th.—Kearney was 
liberated from the House of Correction this 
afternoon, and this evening he was escorted 
through the Btreets by the Workingmen’s 
military companies and a couple of thousand 
men and women. 
A hundred guns w ere fired 
on the sand-lota in rejoicing over the event. 


T h e lie n a n /it S a it. 
S an F rancisco, May 28th.—Argument in 
the case of Burke against Flood et aL to re­ 
cover over $10,000,000, the value of Consoli­ 
dated Virginia stock appropriated by the 
defendants, was resumed in the Superior 
Court to day. Counsel for plaintiff occupied 
the time entirely in rebutting the claim of 
defendants’ oounsel that the action was barred 
by laches, acquiescence or lapse of time. F. 
H. Cossett, having 500 shares, and S. P. 
Dewey, 4,000 have petitioned the Court to be 
allowed to join as plaintiffs with Burke. 


R a ilro a d C o m m issio n - A n o th e r M eetin g . 
Los A ngeles, May 28th.—The Railroad 
Commission met in the rooms of the City 
Council at 10 A. M , all present. During the 
morning session four persons appeared before 
the Commission preferring complaints. 
The first witneis was F. R. Girard, general 
agent of Sherman, Hyde k Co., San Fran­ 
cisco, who read a written statement repre­ 
senting that freight on pianos and organs 
from San Francisco to Dos Angeles was 
$2 05 per 100 pounds, or $27 per piano, while 
under special contracts certain San Francisco 
music dealers shipped pianos from New York 
to San Francisco for $1 and some $3 50 per 
100 pounds, or about $40 per piano. He held 
that pianos are heavy freight, and ought not 
to be charged more than other merchandise, 
and alleged that large business houses who 
can make special contracts have a great ad­ 
vantage over smaller firms or private fam­ 
ilies, who have to pay inore than donble the 
freight. Pianos of different values, witness 
said, are now charged the same freight. 
His 
house imported their goods round the iE m 
hy sailing vessels, and the freights fr.ra New 
York to San Francisco were $11 per ton, and 
from San Francisco to Wilmington by steam­ 
er $10 per ton. 
He was willing to pay first- 
class freight provided all were treated alike. 
He did not conplain for the house. 
He 
represented only the people of the southern 
counties. A t present there was no chance 
for the small dealer, who would not be al­ 
lowed special rates. The railroad company 
offered to make special arrangements with 
his house, for which there was correspond­ 
ence at San Francisco to show, offering to 
charge say $80 per ton and rebate $40. 
He 
estimated that one hundred pianos a year 
were shipped to the county. 
Herman Wangenheim, local agent for the 
same house, indorsed Mr. Girard’s com­ 
plaint. 
William Declese, a marble-worker, said 
that last year the railroad company charged 
$12 p«r ton for transportation of marble from 
San Francisco to Wilmington. Since the 1st 
of January the rate had been raised to $26 
per ton for rough to $52 per ton for finished. 
Having inquired of Mr. Smurr, the local 
agent, what was the reason of the advance in 
freight, he said the new Constitution re­ 
quired it. 
The 6teamohip company some­ 
times charged by weight, sometimes by 
measurement. He cited a case where the 
steamer Bell charged him 2.500 pounds and 
the railroad bill 2,375 pounds for the same 
shipment; also a case where seven cubic feet 
ami a few inches had been charged 64 cubic 
feet. 
He also submitted a case where mar­ 
ble receipted for in good order by the railroad 
company was delivered broken, and he could 
get no redress. 
He was also charged $1 24 
per pound on marble from here to Bakers­ 
field. 
C. H. Simpkins, manager of the Los An­ 
geles gas works, appeared. 
The substance of 
his complaint was that his company’s coal 
vessels were charged the same rate for the 
transfer of coal from the wharf at Wilmmg- 
ton to the cars as if the collier were discharg­ 
ing at her anchorage, and all her cargo were 
lightered. The lighterage, witness said, was 
under the control of Phineas Banning, and 
SI 50 per short ton of coal is charged with­ 
out regard to the position of the vessel when 
discharging. 
He said that if allowed to work 
his own men on the railroad wharf at Wilming­ 
ton, it would not cost him more than 10 cents 
per ton to transfer it from the ship to the car. 
The charge for transportiug’coal from the ves- 1 
sel to Les Angeles was $3 70 per ton. Before 
Banning was placed i:i charge of the lighter­ 
age it was only 62 50 per ton. 
Lime was 
treated in a similar manner, being charged 
18j cents per barrel, whether carried by 
lighter to the wharf and car from the anchor­ 
age, or rojlgd ffooj the ship’? side at the 
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The history of the firm of Huntington, 
Hopkins k Co. of Sacramento and San Fran­ 
cisco forms a part of the historic record of 
California. 
We present this morning a front 
view of the sales and warerooms of the house 
in Sacramento, one being the K-street front­ 
age of the principal building and the other 
the L-street frontage of the iron warehouse, 
which is immediately in the rear of the K- 
street building and separated from it only by 
the alleyway of the block. A detailed de­ 
scription of the establishment would involve 
many columns of matter, but a brief sketch 
will indicate the magnitude of the business 
conducted and the capacity of the house to 
carry on as it does 
THE LARGEST HARDWARE BUSINESS 
Upon the Pacific coast. The K-street front­ 
age is 80 feet, and the walls shown in the up­ 
per engraving are of recent construction, 
while much of the interior has been lately re­ 
modeled and better adapted to the growing 
trade of the house. These changes give a 
front at once massive and of business charac­ 
ter,without any artificial extravagance. They 
also include a new story to the front section 
of the building. This section has three floors 
in the west 40 feet, extending to a depth of 
ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTT FEET. 
The east 40 feet is 80 feet in depth and em­ 
braces two floors, containing the offices and 
counting-rooms, which are large and admirably 
adapted to the demands of the firm. 
Here, 
too, is a massive vault, which alone cost some 
510,000, and Is burglar and fire-proof and fit­ 
ted up with the most ingenious devices for 
the storage of the firm papers and the safe 
keeping and ready reference to of all corre­ 
spondence, books, private papers of members 
of the firm, etc. 
In this section also are stor­ 
age rooms for nails, shovels, wire, rubber hose, 
all sizes and qualities, surplus stock of sad­ 
irons, strap and F hinges, etc. 
Beneath, on the basement floor, is storage 
space also, where is packed in all the nicety 
of business order, wooden ware, trucks, straw, 
Manila and hardware paper, black lead cru­ 
cibles, garden and railroad wheelbarrows, 
and crates of heavy goods. 
In the west 40 feet of frontage is the sales 
and shelf wareroom. 
This is 100 feet ucep, 
with a lofty ceiling, and lighted not only from ¡ 
the front, but by two large skylights above 
a court opening through the upper story. In 
this room is arranged all the light house 
hardware, bolts, ship chandlery, edged tools, 
locks, plated goods, 
chains, 
blacksmiths’ 
goods, fine and heavy cutlery, bolts, nuts 
and house-furnishing hardware. 
In the midst of this room is located the 
entry, 
receiving and stock clerks’ office, 
which is a large structure, with glass sides 
above wainscoting, and alí sides of which 
command a full view of this main salesroom. 
IN THIS ROOM 
Are to be seen also some of the latest im­ 
proved counters with pyramidal sides, upon 


which arc secured for display the numbere 1 
and priced samples of an endless, variety of 
shelf goods. 
Cut off by an arched brick wall there is 
beyond, and to the rear of this section, a 
store-room, 40 by 00 feet in size. 
Here are 
to 
lie found 
on 
floor, 
shelf, 
terrace, 
and in stacks 
and racks, great quanti­ 
ties of heavy hardware, gas fittings, wire 
cloth, brass goods, tools of all grades and 
classes commonly in use by builders, machin­ 
ists, trimmers, carriage builders, and in 
nearly or quite all other trade vocations. 
Here also are to be found belting stock and 
rubber 
packing, hose, 
blacksmiths’ sup­ 
plies, axles, springs, carriage fittings, in vast 
variety and supply, Manila and Sisal rope, 
picks, pumps, blacking, stove polish, horse 
and mule shoes, etc. 
IN THE BASEMENT 
Beneath the 40 by 160 section is the storage 
warerooms for heavy goods in cases, pack­ 
ages and bundles, ready for shipment, such 
as nails, spikes, and handles for all kinds of 
tools. 
Upon the third floor are to be found lighter 
tools and handles, traps, agricultural hand 
tools, kitchen appliances and novel 
ua 
imple­ 
ments, light cordage, shears, house cutlery, 
etc. 
IN ALL THESE DEPARTMENTS 
Every inch of space is utilized. There is no 
waste room whatever. So vast is the stock 
and so varied that the neatest and all possible 
devices have been availed to store it, and 
hence elevated platforms, false floors, double 
counters and elaborate racks are to be seen on 
every hand. 
Even the ceiling space is 
brought into use, and from it hang suspended 
goods capable of being thus stored. _ 
The alley of the block traverses it at the 
rear of the frontage thus described. 
The K - 
street front main floor is on the street level, 
while the alley declines by easy grade to the 
level of the basement floor. 
This proves a 
great convenience, as it will be seen at a 
glance that goods can be through the medium 
of the elevators conveyed from any part of 
the establishment to the trucks in the alley, 
or lifted therefrom to any desired position. 
As nearly all classes of goods dealt in in the 
heavier lines are kept in cases ready for quick 
shipment, the alleyway gives great facility 
for rapidity in filling orders. 
On the south 
of this allf y is the second lot of buildings oc­ 
cupied by the firm, and to which the passage­ 
way named bears a like admirably conveni­ 
ent relation. 
THIS SECOND GROUP 
Of warehouses is known as the L-slreet 
division. 
It is connected with the K-street 
front by a neat bridge spanning the alley. In 
no brief space can the reporter describe this 
section, which embraces the iron and coal 
warehouses of the establishment. The sec­ 
tion covers a space 100 hy 160 feet, and in­ 
cludes two brick buildings, which occupy the 
whole area. The first of these buildings, 
upon the east, is fitted up with racks of novel 
and latest pattern for the storage of iron, and 
along their fronts run railway tracks mounted 
ivith cars having tops revolving upon swivel 
joints. 
The racks 
mainly stand at an 
azmte angle to the tracks, so that long iron j 
rods and bars can be discharged from the ! 


racks 
to the 
cars, 
or 
vice 
versa, 
with 
ease and 
in 
less space 
than 
if otherwise situated. 
Here, too, in upright 
racks and along the walls, are stored vast 
quantities of iron and pipes, iu bundles bear­ 
ing the manufacturer’s guarantee metal tag 
as to quality and measurement, so that the 
goods can be shipped almost on instant order. 
Here can be found vast quantities of black, 
sheet and galvanized iron of all the thick­ 
nesses 
and siz-a known to the trade ; also 
gas, water and steam pijies in like variety, 
wrought iron, lap weldad, etc. The racks 
show Norway shoe-shaped and Swedish bar 
iron ; Norway round, square and oval iron ; 
frog and Mister steel, round machinery steel, 
planer and drill steel; lay, tool and cast 
steel; heavy fiat ar.e square tool steel ; 
refined iron, steel and bar iron, punched 
strap (or track), iron, 
band, hoop oval, 
half oval and half-round iron, etc. 
The west 40 by 160 fett of this section is 
the coal house. 
From the 1,-street level an 
incline descends into the center of the build­ 
ing and to the alley level. 
Thus teams can 
drive in from either grade and out at the 
other, affording every facility for the receipt 
and discharge of stock. On either side of 
the drive way incline are the coal bunkers, 
above which is stored cask coal. 
While an 
immense supply of coal is kppt thus slored, it 
represents only a part of the stock of this 
firm, as coal is constantly shipped to the cus­ 
tomers of ttie firm direct from car and barge, 
which never passes through the warehouse at 
ali. In these warehouses are stored other 
goods, such as buggy, wagon and carriage 
springs, light and heavy tires, and galvanized, 
painted and black barbed fence wire in variety. 
Nails, spikes, wire, and other heavy goods 
also find storage here. 
Just outside the city limits the firm has a 
safe magazine for the storage of the product 
of the Oriental powder mills, and also of 
the Hazard Powder Company, ot which [>ow- 
ders, with fuse and like supplies, the house 
carries a large stock, besides a large variety 
of pistols, guns, sportsman’s good», angler’s 
supplies, twines and cordage from a siik line 
to a hawser-cable. blocks, pulleys, tackle, etc. 
THP EMPLOYER 
Of the firm number 33, who aie actively ami 
constantly engaged about the buildings de­ 
scribed, in Sacramento. The San Francisco 
house has spacious storerooms on Market 
street, at its junction with Bush, where also 
a heavy stock of goods is carried. The facil­ 
ities of the firm for doing business are obvi­ 
ous, and m aybe briefly summed up as fol­ 
lows : 
1. The firm has business relations with the 
leading manufacturers aud producers of goods 
in its line throughout the world. 
2. It conducts business in a city where 
local expenses arc far less than in the metrop­ 
olis. 
I t has not great fortunes jocked up in 
“ fixed capital.” but its capital is mainly in 
the goods and business, and not iu houses and 
lands which yield no returns. 
3. It carries the most extensive stock of 
any one firm on the coast. 
It has an old and 
long-established business, and the centrality 
of the location of Sacramento enables it to 
receive goods on the best of terms and ship 
with greater ease and rapidity than is possi­ 
ble at other points. 


; 
4. Thefeconomy with which business may 
lie carried on here ; the lowness of rentals ; 
the extensive ground-room available by all 
prominent business concerns ; the many lines 
of rail transportation east, west, north and 
south nnd hy river; the ease with which 
oods may be here handled and stored ; the 
' 
* 
ly be shipped to fully half 
the State several days iu advance of ship­ 
ments from the b ay ; that Sacramento is 
nearer and more convenient to all the trans­ 
mountain section ; all these things are advan­ 
tages which accrue to the business house un­ 
der consideration. 
Many others may be 
cited, but they will suggest themselves to all 
thoughtful minds. 
HISTORY. 
The firm of Huntington, Hopkins k Co., 
as now constituted, consists of C. P. H un­ 
tington, Albert Gallatin, W. R. S. Foye and 
Charles Miller. 
The first-named has his res­ 
idence at the East, the next two manage the 
Sacramento house, and the last-named the 
San Francisco house. 
C. 1’. Huntington is a native of Hawinton, 
Connecticut, w here hf was born October 22, 
1821. 
lie was early taught the necessity of 
hard labor, and by force of circumstances 
was made self-reliant. 
He early removed to 
Otsego county, New York. 
He entered upon 
business life before he reached his majority. 
He was possessed of great caution, indomitable 
perseverance and untiring patience, and had 
a natural love for commercial pursuits. 
He 
came to California in 
18411, in the old 
ship Humboldt, and 
very 
soon located 
at 
Sacramento, 
forming 
a 
partner­ 
ship with Mr. 
Hammond, 
his brother- 
in-law 
and a Mr. 
Schultz, 
and 
they 
conducted first a general variety and soon af­ 
ter a hardware business at what was then 34 
K street. 
In 1852 Hannunnd and Schultz re­ 
tired. 
In the spring of 1853 F. A. Massol 
and Henry Merwiii united with Mr. H unt­ 
ington in the hardware lnisiuess. 
By limita­ 
tion the partnership expired in two years, and 
Mason and Merwin retiring went into busi­ 
ness on J street, between Third and Fourth 
streets. 
Immediately Mark Hopkins formed 
a partnership under the name of Huntington 
& Hopkins, and the business was continued 
at what was then 54 K street, a place yet 
popularly known by that number, and which 
is still retained. 
Mr. Huntington earned 
his first dollar w'hen about 11 years of 
age working on the wood-pile of a neighbor. 
From that time on he 
MADE HIS OWN LIVING. 
When he became a merchant he was early 
and late at his store and always ready for 
hard labor. 
I t is said that Huntington and Hopkins, 
when in the infancy of their business, were 
coin; solvil to practice the most rigid economy, 
and it is believed that at no time did they 
ever speculate in mining stock, or carry upon 
their books bills necessitating forced collec­ 
tions. 
They were not only dilligent in busi­ 
ness, but far-seeing and cautions, and at the 
outset agreed and resolved that they would 
attain business success and achieve wealth 
only through legitimate business methods. 
The firm soon had a liberal credit, and its 
name early became the best guarantee for 
promises to pay. The business grew slowly 


but surely ; its gains were real, its expansion 
genuine, and at no time did the house take a 
step backward. 
These men drew about them, as associates, 
men of like husiuess principles and political 
faith. 
They came of Free Soil stock, and in 
1856 cast their political fortunes with the 
Republican party. Their place of business 
was not infrequently a council-room for the 
leaders in the young party. 
These meetings 
brought together Hopkins, Stanford, H unt­ 
ington, Judah, Miller, the Crocker brothers, 
and others. The desire of the people of the 
Pacific coast for a transcontinental railway 
was a frequent topic of conversation, and led 
in the end to a resolution being arrived at by 
these men to enter upon the work of building 
the Central Pacific Railway. 
Once resolved 
upon 
it, determined 
by the far-seeing 
financial 
ability 
of 
Huntington, 
, the 
cautious 
judgment 
of 
Hopkins, 
the 
executive ability of Stanford, the busi­ 
ness conclusions 
of 
the 
Crockers and 
Miller, 
and 
the 
technical 
knowledge 
of Judah, and supported by a few kindred 
spirits, they began the great work, in the face 
of what, to ordinary men, would have been 
accepted as insurmountable obstacles. 
This 
new work soon absorbed their attention, de­ 
manded the presence of Mr. Huntington in 
the East, and called for others to take charge 
of the growing, hardware business of Hun­ 
tington & Hopkins. 
The business of Huntington k Hopkins 
grew steadily and expanded until the house 
became the leading one of the interior. 
In 
180S young men were admitted to the firm, 
and the house made a long stride ahead and 
expanded its business With great rapidity. 
In 1872 the firm opened a large establish­ 
ment iu San Francisco, made new additions 
to the Sacramento buildings, and in 1S80 has 
again enlarged and improved its storerooms 
as described and in keeping with the advance 
of its business. 
MARK HOPKINS 
Was born in Jefferson county. N. Y., Sep­ 
tember 1, 1813, and received a sound busi­ 
ness training. 
He early manifested & love 
for business life, and proved sagacious, far- 
seeing and economical in his business practices. 
He served in his father’s store and in other 
commercial houses. 
For a time he read 
law, but his business inclinations soon 
drew him 
back 
to 
commercial walks. 
While engaged in the business house of 
James Rawlin. New York city, the discov­ 
ery of gold in California was made. 
He and 
E. H . Miller, Jr., with twenty-four others, 
formed the New England Mining and Trad­ 
ing Company and sailed for California on the 
ship Pacific January 23, 1843, which arrived 
in San Francisco August 5th of that year. 
The company disbanded, its venture not 
proving satisfactory. Mr. Hopkins ascended 
the Sacramento river to Lassen’s Rancho, 
searching for mines, but returued by land, 
reaching Sacramento November, 1840. 
He 
then began to •rive an ox team to the moun­ 
tains, freighting on his own account. 
He 
opened a store near Placerviile soon after. 
In 
February, 1850, lie sold out, walked into 
Sacramento and entered, with but light capi­ 
tal, into partnership with E. II. Miller, Jr., in 
the grocery trade. 
A fine busine-s was soon 
built up and the firm accumulated property

was burned by the great fire of November 2, 
1852, but soon rebuilt. The flood of 1853 was 
another blow to the firm, but indomitable 
perseverance soon restored it. 
In 1854 the 
firm amicably dissolved, dividing the realty 
and personalty equally. 
Mr. Hopkins went 
East on a visit in the fall of 1850, and again 
in the spring of 1854. 
His retiracy from the 
grocery business was had with the plan in 
view of

W ith Mr. Huntington, which he did in 1855, 
at 54 K street. 
In the same block was the 
business house of Stanford Brothers, and also 
that of E. H. Miller, Jr., while further up 
town was the store of Charles Crocker.

Huntington, Crocker and Miller, who mainly 
formed the partnership out of which grew 
the great accomplishment already referred

his counsels and cool judgment were a great 
power and commanded the respect of all his 
associates.

R. S. Foye is a native of Wiscasset, 
Maine, and received his business training and 
education in Boston. 
He struck out for new 
fields in 1856, and came to California. 
Early 
in 1857 he became a salesman with H unt­ 
ington k Hopkins, Sacramento, and January 
1, 1868, was admitted to the firm. 
Charles Miller is a native of Green county, 
N. Y. 
He came to California in 1S56, and 
at cnce located in Sacramento, finding em­ 
ployment with E. H. Miller, Jr., A: ^Co. as 
bookkeeper, where he remained until 1S60, 
when he found like employment with H unt­ 
ington, Hopkins A Co. 
He kept the place 
until 1862, when he became chief bookkeeper 
for Hooker & Co., and subsequently was ad­ 
mitted to that firm.

Hopkins bought out Hooker A Co., and con­ 
solidated the business with their own, and 
Mr. Miller was admitted January 1st of that 
year to the firm. 
H. H. Seaton, of Connecticut, was a book­ 
keeper with Huntington A Hopkins in 1862, 
and January 1, 1868, was admitted to the ! 
firm. 
He retired January 1, 1877, and has 
since resided in Oakland.
